MANSFIELD POLICE AND FIREMEN 


SAV ZION LEADER. 


Infuriated Citizens of the Ohio Town 
About to Apply Tar and Feathers 
to Cyrus B. Fockler When a Rescue 
Is Effected by Means of Streams of 
Water and a Wielding of Billies— 
Charged with Many Offenses and Re- 
turned in Face of Threats. 


Mansfield, O., July 21. [Special. I Oyrus 


B. Fockler, Zlon elder, returned at noon 
on Saturday from Chicago by order of John 


Alexander Dowie and was mobbed by a 
crowd of 5,000 citizens. He escaped the mob 
two weeks ago by leaving the city. 

Today Fockler was set upon and was far- 


ing badly when the whole police force of 


the city, aided by the fire department, suc- 
ceeded in rescuing him. The firemen 
drenched the mob with water, while the offi- 
cers used their clubs. 

The mob at first seemed Inclined to hang 
Pockler, but when some one suggested tar 
and feathers he was hurried away to the 
city gashouse, where he was stripped to the 


| waist, The mob was about to apply the tar 


when the rescuing party reached the scene. 


Fockler is elder in Dowie's church, and is 
alleged to have caused the death of children, 
estranged families, and driven several of 
his followers insane. He also collected large 
sums of money from his Mansfield followers 
for Dowie, ut is claimed. Some of his fol- 
lowers, it is claimed, have deeded their en- 
tire property over to him. The authorities 
have been powerless to prosecute Fockler, 
as there is no State law which fits his case. 

Fockler appeared at police headquarters 
at noon accompanied by his attorney and 
demanded police protection. Mayor Brown 
informed him that he was powerless to pro- 
tect him if hig purpose in returning to Mans- 
field was to incite the people by abuse of all 
religions, the city officials, secret societies, 
and, in fact, everything except Zion. 

Fockler was recognized on the street in 
the afternoon and an excited crowd gathered. 
Fockler took refuge in a hotel, which was 
Mterally besieged. Fockler was taken from 
eth pone and dragged into the street by the 


Mob Defies the Police. 


The Chief of Police and several policemen 
appeared, but they were powerless to pro- 
tect the Zion agent, who was given an op- 
portunity to speak but was silent. 

There were cries of “ Hang him!” when 
some one yelled, Tar and feather him!“ 

This caught the fancy of the mob, and 
Fockler was dragged along on a run to the 
gas house, a mile distant, followed by the 


hooting mob. 


At the gas house Fockler was stripped to 
the waist of what remained of his clothing, 
and the crowd was about to administer a 


coat of tar when the entire police force ar- 


rived. A general alarm of fire had been 
sent in, and the firemen soon reinforced the 
police and drenched the mob with water. 


Taken to the City Jail. 


Surrounded by a cordon of police, Fockler 
was dragged away from the mob to the fire 
department hose wagon and after a des- 


perate fight he was landed in the city jail. 


Although roughly handled Fockler was not 
seriously injured. — | 

Pockler stated when in Chicago that he 
would not be afraid to return to Mansfield 
ik there were as many devils there as there 
were shingles on the houses.” | 

A crowd of citizens besieged the city jail 
tonight, but the Zion elder had flown. The 
police succeeded in eluding the mob by tak- 
ing Fockler out of the city in a closed car- 
riage. 


It was learned at the Zion Home last 
night that Elder” Cyrus B. Fockler had 
left Chicago and returned to his home at 
Mansfield, O., because of a threat made by 
Dr.“ Dowie to expel him from the Zion 
Church, if he did not face opposition at 
home for the sake of Zion. Fockler came 


) to Chicago some time ago after being warned 


to leave Mansfield. Dowle then charged 
him with deserting the Zion flock there. 
Recently Dowie charged him with coward- 
ice and told him if he didn’t return to Mans- 
field he would be expelled from the church.

Bathheuse John Coughlin, banker and 
Alderman of the First Ward, is going abroad. 
He will leave for Burope about Aug. 1 ac- 
companied by a wardrobe which would make 
Solomon in all his glory look like * 80 cents. 
The costumes are being made by a union 
tailor in the First Ward. Banker Coughlin 
says he does not expect to upset any of the 


sartorial standards in Europe, but to go aa 
a representative of the well dressed Ameri- | 


can. His itinerary includes Atlantic City, 
N. J.; Roscommon, County of Connaught, 
Ireland, the home of his father: Limerick, 
his mother’s residence; Scotiand, London, 
Paris, Italy, Switserland, Baden Baden, 
Germany, and Greece. 

Speaking of the trip yesterday, Mr. Cough- 
Un said: ‘* Yes, I shall make the trip un- 


accompanied by a valet—not even by a lily 
of the valley. I expect to have an interest- 
ing time, though I may be persona au gratin 


in London on account of my pro-Boer and 
nen-entangling alliance resolutions in the 
City Council. I understand they were 
mighty hot about it over there. I should be 
sorry to miss my old chum the Prince of 
Wales, for I could dissuade him in five min- 


utes about that single-breasted coat. I hear 


Poole and the Three Tailors of Tooley street 


all are anxious to see me. 


_ Will Call on King of Greece. 
It may be that in Turkey I may also 


not be welcome, because of my friendship 


for Greece and the work 1 performed in rais- 
ing Greek volunteer regiments in 1807. At 
Athens, however, it will be different. I 
shall call on the King and doubtless will 
be welcomed warmly. I have an invitation 
from the Prime Minister to visit him. Of 
course I will see Paree and the exposition. 
While there I expect to visit the Shongs 
Bleesey, the Moolah Rooge, the Latin twen- 
ty-five cents, and the code Napoleon, al- 
though I understand age has begun to have 
its effect on the latter, that is, after all the 
magazine articles, 

“While abroad I shall make a point of 
investigating everything in my line—fee- 
nawnee, I shall visit the Old Lady of 
Threadneedle street and perhaps take tea 
with her.

Mr. Coughlin said Oom Paul Kruger, for- 
mer President of the South African Repub- 
lic, was friendly to him for his stand to- 
ward the Boers, and he might take a trip 
to Africa to see the deposed statesman. A 
handsome photograph of Kruger, showing 
him with the whiskers, adorns Mr. Cough- 
Un's desk in his banking office. Mr. Coughlin 
said while he may be kept from entering 
London, he cannot be excluded from Ireland 
and Africa. 

During the last week Mr. Coughlin re- 
ceived letters from Chicago friends in both 
London and Paris asking him to come to 
Europe and assuring him a hearty welcome. 
It was from this, the fact that he never 
has been across the water, and the desire to 
see his aged parents in Ireland that impelled 
Mr. Coughlin to go across the continent. 
Since Mr. Coughlin received the letters from 


his friends he has been preparing to make | 


the trip.

DORSEY HERE WITH RELICS 


BRINGS OLD INDIAN UTENSILS 
FOR FIELD MUSEUM. 


Curator of Anthropology Returns from 
25,000 Mile Trip with 1,800 Objects 
That Throw New Light on the His- 
tory of Plains Tribes—Will Start for 
Paris in a Few Days as Delegate 
to International Congress—Talks of 
His Journey. 


Browned by the sun and winds of the West- 
ern plains Dr. George A. Dorsey, curator of 
anthropology in the Field Columbian 
Museum, returned yesterday afternoon from 


a 25,000 mile trip among the plains Indians. 


Tomorrow he will leave for New York and 
on Saturday will sail for Paris as a delegate 
to the International Congress of Anthropol- 
ogy. Incidentally the museum will have 
receipted to him for thirty-four boxes of 
ancient Indian relics, preserved from the old 
tribal life that antedated the white man 
in the new world. Eighteen hundred sep- 
arate objects are in the collection, and in 
getting them together Dr. Dorsey traveled 
1,200 miles in stage and wagon. 

It has been the moat profitable trip in my 
experience,” said Dr, Dorsey, and one of 
the most pleasant. The trip was made in 
the interest of the Ayer collection of the 
museum and with the special object of mak- 
ing collections from the plains Indians. Dr. 
Stewart Culin, director of anthropology of 
the University of Pennsylvania, accompanied 
me, and much of my success was due to his 
judgment, experience, and assistance. 


Stone Utensils Still Used. 


»one of the most striking general facts 


developed in the trip was the array of stone 
utensils belonging to a past age, and yet in 
daily use in so many tribes. Our findings 
are not in accord with the belief in an ex- 
elusive stone age, but suggest that horn 
and bone were used at the same time for 
instruments and utensils, and that shells, 
textiles, and many supplementary manu- 
factures belong to that age. 

„As to trading with the Indians, I can't 
say that they are unusually crafty. I 
adopted the policy of offering about one- 
tenth of what a thing was worth, while 
just as naturally they asked me about ten 
times as much as they expected to get. So 
the purchasing was only a matter of time— 
and dickering. 

Says Indians Have Sentiment. 

“In many things I found that an Indian 
parted with a.thing with some degree of sen- 
timent. Often the argument that induced 
him to sell was that with him th: thing was 
perishing, while we purposed to hz.dit down 
to future ages. 

„ found a great ald in the Indians who 
‘had been to Washington.’ All these had 
seen the national museum and the Indian 
section of it, and the story of it was abroad. 
When, as it sometimes happened, these 
traveled Indians acted as interpreters for 
us, trading was doubly easy.“ 

Dr. Dorsey left Chicago on May 7, visiting 
the reservation of the Sac and Fox Indians 
near Tama, la. He found these Indians 
penned in by an up-to-date rural civilization, 
yet adhering to many of their ancient cus- 

s and things. 
"phen the Sac and Fox tribes he got a 
number of gaming devices, including wooden 
bowls with the six bone dice, paraphernalia 
for religious devices, and domestic utensils. 
Finds Huge Flint Quarry. 

North of Cheyenne, 120 miles, he visited the 
great flint quarry, which he thinks was 
opened by aboriginal inhabitants. From this 
he got a collection of flints, flint chippings, 
and the stones used in making the 2 
heads, knives, and spear heads. Incidental-

It has become painfully evident that the 
allied relief forces from Tien Tain cannot 
possibly reach Pekin for some time to come. 
The allles have been in consultation, and 
the earliest date at which a forward move- 
ment is anticipated is July 30, a week from 
next Monday, while the more conservative 
estimate delays the start until Aug. 15, as 
it is always difficuit to handle an army of 
conglomerate units, speaking -different 

„ and subject to all sorts of in 
ternational jealousies. 

Tien Tsin is not far from Pekin, but the 
roads are wretched, and the whole country 
is infested with hostile rebel troops, whose 
fighting capacity was abundantly shown 
last week at Tien Tsin. Cooped up in the 
British Embassy the envoys would be’ 
starved to death before the relief corps 
could reach the capital. 

It is evident therefore that everything de- 
pends on the attitude of the Chinese gov« 
ernment. While France, Germany, and 
Great Britain, and more particularly Ruse! 
sia, have been acting in such a manner as 
to cast suspicion on the good faith of the 
Chinese government, Secretary Hay has 
been proceeding in the opposite direction, 
He has persistently given the Chinese peo 
ple to understand that this country would 
befriend them in every way if they acted in 
the right way toward us, While other mae 
tions have been bullying and threatening, 
Secretary Hay and Minister Wu have em 
tablished a cordial understanding. f 

The first great result of this friendly 
ing was the establishing of a means of cor- 


respondence between Washington and Pekin 


at a time when all the European nations had 
apparently given up all hope of securing 
authentic information. 

Following up this triumph, therefore, the 
two men have actually begun active Gip- 
lomatic negotiations. 


May Save the Empire. 
The object is to strengthen then the hands 
of the imperial government in every possl- 
ble way.

LONDON, July 21.—Sir Chih-Cheu-Lo- 
Feng-Luh, the Chinese Minister to England, 
took to the Foreign office this afternoon a 
cablegram in the form of a Chinese imperial 
edict announcing that all the foreign Min- 
isters in Pekin except Baron von Ketteler 
were safe on July 18 and under the protec- 
tion of the imperial court. He said tonight: 

The telegrams received yesterday in 
Washington and here satisfy me that the 
legations in Pekin are safe and that the re- 
ports of massacres were fabrications. 

“I cannot understand why the authen- 
ticity of our dispatches is questioned. I can 
assure the American people that I am sat- 
isfied that they are absolutely true.

I have every reason to believe that m 
information is direct from the Chinese gov- 
ernment, while the reports of a massacre 
come from irresponsible, unnamed persons. 
Though they are imputed to Sheng (the 
Mayor of Shanghai and the director of Chi- 
nese telegraphs), he denies ever having 
given out any such stories. 

“ Rest assured that the Chinese govern- 
ment, though faced with a serious crisis, 
has not forgotten its duty to the foreigners 
in Pekin, and that the anxiety felt abroad 
will soon be removed.“ 

Sir Chih-Cheu refused to talk on Li Hung 
Chang's mission. 

Extraordinary excitement prevails in Lon- 
don over the Pekin mystery, but hope that 
the legations are safe undoubtedly is strong- 
er in all quarters, as is evidenced by the can- 
celing of the memorial services appointed to 
be held in St. Paul’s on Monday at the sug- 
gestion of the government. 

At the Foreign office, though fears for the 
worst are still entertained, it is admitted 
that there is a chance that the stories of 
massacre may be fiction. — 


Received at Washington. 

Washington, D. C., July 21.—The Chinese 
Minister, Wu Ting Fang, communicated to 
the Secretary of State this morning two im- 
portant telegrams. The first is from Sheng, 
the director of posts and telegraphs in Shang-

er Fortunate that Minister Conger’s tele- 
graphic reply has come. Imperial decree of 
the 224, this moon (corresponding to July 18), 
stated that all Ministers were safe.

The second telegram is from Li-Nui- Ti.

Minister, who was killed by Anarchists, with 
regard to which rigorous measures are being 
taken to investigate and punish the guilty 
parties, all the other Ministers, for whom 
strenuous efforts are being made for their 
protection, are, fortunately, unharmed.”

Safety News in Paris. 

PARIS, July 21.—-Yu Keng, the Chinese 
Minister here, today handed to the Minis- 
ter of Foreigh Affairs, M. Delcasse, an um ;

A telegram from the Governor of Shan 
Tung announces that the Ministers were 
safe on July 20. They were under t guar- 
dianship of the Chinese authorities.“ 


DOUBT e CONGER MESSAGE. 


Foreign Governments Discredit All the 
Late News of the Safety of the 
Am Dassadors. 


LONDON, July 21.—There is the highest 
authority for saying that not the slightest 
credence is attached by the British govern- 
ment to this latest statement, and that the 
government is also quite unable to under- 
stand the credence which is accorded at 
Washington to Minister Conger’s message 
to the State department there. Lord BSalis- 
bury, according to this authority, is con- 
vinced of the truth of the original reports of 
the massacre of foreigners at Pekin. 

The absence of any date to the Conger 
message and the absence of the acknowl- 
edgergent of the receipt of the telegram from 
the State department, are considered here 
as fatal drawbacks to acceptance of the 
message as a reply to Secretary Hay, or as 

anything but a spontaneous appeal for help, 
sent off long prior to the alleged date of the 
message. 


Doubted in Berlin. 

BERLIN, July 21.—Minister Conger's dis- 
patch is regarded here with skepticiem. 
Doubts are expressed at the American and 
British Embassies, as well as at the imperial 

Agee office. It is thought probable that 
t is an old dispatch, hitherto withheld by 
the Chinese authorities, or a dispatch con- 
cocted by Chinese after the capture of the 
United States Legation code. 

The Foreign office has a cable message 
from the Governor of Shan-Tung saying 
that he had received Minister Conger’s dis- 
patch from Chinese runners and forwarded it 
to Washington. The Governor of Shan- 
Tung in this telegram also denies ever hav- 
ing sent a dispatch to Sheng, the Administra- 


tor of Telegraphs at Shanghai, saying that 


the Ambassadors had been murdered. 


Shanghai Disputes Its Truth. 

SHANGHAI, July 20.—According to Sheng, 
the Administrator of Telegraphs, most of 
the telegrams received previous to the one 
from Minister Conger to the State depart- 
ment at Washington, took a week in trans- 
mission from Pekin. The date of Minister 
Conger’s message is therefore regarded in 
the best circles here as further proof of 
Chinese duplicity. 


DECLARES MESSAGE A FORGERY 


Rufus C. Hunt, American Engineer, 
Just from China, Believes Conger’s 
Dispatch a Chinese Trick. 


Minneapolis, Minn., July 21.—Rufus C. 
Hunt, the engineer of the American-Chinese

Dean Colet in Distress. 

The greatest sufferer in this respect is John 
Colet, the venerable dean of St. Paul's. A 
few hours after the dispatch giving the news 
ef the receipt of a message from Minister 
Conger was published the government issued 
a notice that the dean's projected memorial 
service on Monday for the victims of the 
Pekin massacre was undertaken without its 
sanction. Simultaneously letters appeared 
in the papers from relatives of those at Pekin 
saying the dean had exhibited indecent haste, 
while the aristocratic Morning Post de- 
nounced the cathedral dignitary in terms al- 
most as strong as it had applied to the Box- 
ers themselves, whereupon the dean got up 
his back and declared that it was too late to 
cancel the service, but that, owing to pres- 
sure from high quarters today, and he con- 
sented to indefinitely postpone it. 


-Russian Gold to Circulate. 

According to the Statist, Russia is likely 
to dear the brunt of the Gnancial burden of 
the Chinese crisis, on account of the proba- 
bility that that goverriment would be obliged 
to incur a large outlay to protect Siberia, 
while if the government should attempt to 
hold Manchuria the output would be still 
greater. 

This, the Statist says, | Bowever, would 
benefit. other European markets, as “the 
probability is that much Russian gold will 
have to be sent to London, Paris, and Ber- 
lin, partly to meet the interest of the Rus- 
sian debt held abroad and partly to pay all 
the obligations Russia has already entered 
into or is about to enter into. In that way 
the money markets may be relieved to a 
greater extent than is now calculated, for if 
Russia lets go of, say, 20,000,000 or 80,000,000 
sterling, it will be an immense agdition to 
the funds in the markets of Europe.” 

The Statist also says it is likely the Bank 
of France will raise the discount rate to 3% 
per cent and declares that the n of 
Germany is greatly improved. 


MARCH ON PEKIN IS DELAYED. 


Now Known That Advance from Tien 
Tsin Cannot Begin for 
Weeks, 


Washington, D. C., July 21.—[Special.}— 
The administration has abandoned the hope 
of rescuing the foreigners at Pekin imme- 
diately. At a conference held today at the 
State department between Secretary Root 
and Secretary Hay the obstacles in the way 
of the “ quick relief demanded by Minister 
Conger were discussed. 

Adjutant General Corbin had been in com- 
munication with other army officials and it 
appeared that nothing could be accomplished 
in the way of a concerted movement toward 
Pekin before Aug. 15. 

The military authorities at Tien Tsin have 


| been in conference, too, and the difficulties . 


of an advance, taking into account the op- 
position likely to be encountered, were 
deemed too great to attempt any relief of 
the beleaguered foreigners at Pekin. 

There is need of material reinforcements, 
and these with the requisite war material 
will not permit the advance before the mid- 
die of August. 

The Navy department is also in receipt of 
advices from Rear Admiral Kempff, and 


although the Secretary of the Navy sought 


to have the massage kept secret the nature 
of the communication leaked out. It con- 
fessed the inability of accomplishing any- 
thing with the marines and biue jackets be- 
fore Aug. 1, and the delay necessary in the 
military command at Tien Tsin makes it 
unlikely that the naval forces will attempt 
to do anything on their own account. 


To Send No More Troops. 

This view, reached today after consulta- 
tion with representatives of the allies, served 
to destroy the little hope which was enter- 
tained yesterday. The War department has 
settled down to a war routine, although 
there is little to be done, and Secretary Root 
stated tonight that no orders to troops other 
than those already announced had been is* 
gued or would be issuéd.

Convention at Saratoga Springs on 
Thursday, Sept. 4, 


New York, May 21.—[{Special.}—This is the 
slate of the Republican party of New York, 
signed, sealed, stamped, and branded with 
the approval of Senator Thomas C. Platt. 

Under the vigilant eye of the Senator, look- 
ing as if he had never broken a rib or in- 
duiged in fainting spells, the Republican 
State committee at the Fifth Avenue Hotel 
this afternoon decided to hold its State con- 
vention at Saratoga on Thursday, Sept. 4. 

With the members of the State committee 
were the chairmen of the sixty-one county 
committees in the State. They had come to 
assure Senator Platt of their loyaity to his 
interests, of the bright prospects of carrying 
the State by a majority even greater than 
that given to McKinley in 1800, of their pref- 
erence for Benjamin B. Odell Jr. as the ean- 
didate for Governor, and ot their desire that 
a _ State ticket be selected from end to 
end. 7 

The outcome of the conference was the de- | 
termination that Mr. Odell should be nomi- 
mated for Governor, and that if an entirely 
new ticket should not be selected to run with 
him, State Controller Morgan of Buffalo and

Morgan in Disrepute. 

Morgan has fallen into disfavor with the 
party leaders because he has been favoring 
Democrats in the matter of patronage.

River Is Purer than Its Tributaries— 
Peoria Cattle Sheds Source of Danger. 


Springfield, III., July 21.—The State Board 
of Health today issued the advance reports 
of the sanitary investigations of the Illinois 
River and tributaries, made both before and 
after the opening of the Chicago drainage 
canal. Much had been said about the injury 
that would result to the waters of these 
streams by the turning of Chicago sewage 
into them, and for this reason the board 
ordered the investigations made. 

Dr. Egan, secretary of the board, to whom 
was intrusted the investigations, secured 
the services of Professor John H. Long of 
Northwestern University to make the 
analysis. The advance report does not mark 
the close of the investigations, but they will 
be continued and collections of waters made 
weekly until the close of September. The 
final report will be made about Dec. 1. 

‘The last time the State Board of Health 
made a report upon the water supply was 
in 1889. Professor Long made collections 
of water at twenty different points in the 
rivers that might possibly be affected by 
the drainage canal. Comparisons were made

days I noticed a story that the independence 
of Cuba was to be declared within seven 
months. Why was this not done sooner? 
Why did we hear nothing of this during the 
long weary months that have passed instead 
of now, while we are awaiting an election? 

Jam perfectly satisfied with the outlook. 
There is a growing discontent with the ad- 
ministration and our party is daily growing 
stronger. Differences have been and are 
being settled and the different factions of 
the party have patched up their differences 
and are now working in harmony. 

“As to trusts, the Republican party is 


fostering them and building them up. If it 


desired to prevent their growth and desired 
to do away with them, why, with a Repub- 
lican House and Senate, have they not en- 
acted the necessary laws? They have en- 
couraged them and built them up, and now 
they must accept this as their position and 
await the result. ’

Regarding China, there is a general feel- 
ing that the President should. use all means 
in his power to protect the United States 
citizens and property there, but I do not be- 
eve that the people will accept the situa- 
tion as an excuse to acquire territory there 
as has been done in the Philippines. The 
people will not permit the administration 
to use the present situation as an excuse 
to participate in the dismemberment of 
Clitna. As to the calling of a special session 
of @ongress, that lies with Mr. McKinley.”

WITH NON-UNION MEN 
SPECIAL POLICE. 


Rioting and a Free-for-All Battle in 
British Columbia Waters and as a 
Result the Canneries May Close— 
Governmen t Asked to Send Troops. 


Vancouver, B. C., July 21.—{Special.]—At 
Stevenson, where the Fraser River canner- 
fes are located, during last night striking 
fishermen attacked special policemen and a 
crowd of non-union fishermen, who are most- 
ly Japanese. Two boats were out fishing 
under protection of two patrol tugs, with 
special police on board. Bighty strikers fol- 
lowed in small boats, attacked the patrol 
tugs, and engaged in a hand-to-hand fight 
with the officers. No one was armed, or the 
consequences might have been more serious. 

The police were vastly outnumbered by 
fishermen, who climbed aboard tugs and 
administered a severe beating ta the police. 

The men who had been fishing under police 
protection were taken ashore by strikers 
and paraded through the streets, with 
placards attached to their backs denouncing 
them as scabs.“ 

Today the canners wired the Canadian gov- 
ernment that a state of anarchy existed at 
Stevenson, and demanded protection for the 
Japanese and whites who desire to fish. This 
may mean martial law. 


„ The Board of Trade held an emergency 


meeting this afternoon, deciding that the 
fishermen are unreasonable in their demands, 
and that those who desire to fish should be 
protected from violence. A telegram was 
sent to Premier Laurier and Premier Duns- 
muir of British Columbia, asking for pro- 
tection. | 

The fishermen have rejected the offer of the 
canners to pay 18 cents per fish straight 
through the season, irrespective of the salm- 
on run or of fluctuations in prices. This 


morning the managers of two of the largest 
canneries gave orders to close their estab- 
lishments for the season. ‘ 

The remaining forty-five canneries are 
expected to close down on Monday rather 
than pay the price of 25 cents demanded by 
the fishermen, which they claim would entail 
a loss to canners of $300,000. 

By the closing of the canneries the $2,000,- 
000 disbursed annually as wages will be 
withheld from the fishermen and other em- 
ployés of the canners.

F. C. Smalley, Picture Frame Manu-

IN DUEL WOUNDS COUNT 
_ ORLOWSK! IN THE NECK. 


Condition. of the Encounter Was That 
It Was Not to Stop Until One Con-

PARIS, July count Boni de Castellane,.

Peaches, Prunes, and Apricots in the 
Southern Part of the State Are 


Practically Ruined. 


Los Angeles, Cal., July 21.—[Special. I— The 
dried peach and prune crops of southern 
California, according to President A. R. bi 
Sprague of the Southern California Decidu- 
ous Fruit Exchange, will be a failure this 


year. — 

There will be no shipments of peaches 
or prunes this year,“ said . Sprague. 
“The apricot crop also is short; only here 
and there is there a locality in which the 
crop approaches the average. 

“This shortage, for the most part, is 
caused by most unseasonably warm weather 
in January, followed by cold but not frosty 
weather. This condition of the deciduous 
fruit crop is most disastrous to the southern 
California growers, as many of them will 
have absolutely nothing to sell this year. 

“ But the trees are now leafing out and 
getting their usual appearance, so that with 
a good rainfall during the coming season we 
may hope for full cropsanother year, except 
m such orchards as have been killed or 
seriously injured by three years of drought.” 

Conditions in southern California do hot 
prevail in the central counties of the State, 
where most of the. peaches and prunes are 
grown. In the Santa Clara Valley the prune 
crop will be heavy, though first estimates 
of the size of the crop are reduced by drop- 
ping of prunes. Pears are also plentiful, and 
the dried crop will be large. 

Southern California has never given much 
attention to peaches, prunes, or other de- 
ciduous fruit, as oranges and lemons have 
paid better. 

The climate is too hot for successful grow- 
ing of most deciduous fruits without careful 
irrigation.

EXTREME HEAT CAUSES: 
DEATH OF 144 PERSONS 
PHILADELPHIA. 


the City in Twenty Yeurs-—Mortal- 


High Temperature.

Philadelphia, Pa., July A. Special. 1 
According to the official mortality statement 
of Health Officer Heustis, the deaths of 144 
men, women, and children during the week 
ending at noon today were caused directly or 
indirectly by the heat. The week is the 
hottest Philadelphia has experienced” in 
twenty years. During the week there were 
seventeen fatal heat prostrations, eighty- 
nine infants died of cholera infantum, and 
twenty-three babies of inanition. There 
were fifteen deaths from other diseases 
brought on from the heat. 

All told there were 564 deaths during the 
week, an increase of thirty-one over the 
figures for last week, when the death rate 
was also abnormally high, and an increase 
of forty-one over the figures for the corre- 
sponding period of last year, when a similar 
hot wave prevailed. 

At the inquests held by Coroner Dugan 
today it was established that the deaths of 
seventeen Philadelphians were directly due 
to the intense heat of the past week and 
verdicts were rendered accordingly. 

This has been the most sultry day of the 
present protracted heated spell. At 9 o'clock 
the humidity was 90 per cent, having in- 
creased 21 per cent since last night. On 
six successive days the maximum tem- 
perature has been above 90°. The mean tem- 
peratures of these six days have exceeded 
those of any other six consecutive days in 
this city for twenty years. The average is 
about six days in the whole month of July 
when the maximum temperature will reach 
90° and upwards. We have already had 
thirteen such days this month.

According to a railroad official railways of | 
the United States for many years have been 
paying tribute to private freight lines. These 
corporations represent a capital of 800,000, 
900 to $75,000,000 and own 75,000 to 100,000 
freight cars. They maintain much thesame 

railroads in

freight carrying trade that the express com- 
panies do in their field. The car lines operate 
their own cars and get from the roads what 

is known as mileage. The charge for the 
use of cars is one-half to one cent a mile.

The car companies’ business has grown 
to great importance, particularly in cases 
where railroads lacked the means necessary

Nearly all of the great 
roads were established on a small scale and 
all available capital was used in operating.

VOLUNTARY TAX FOR EVANSTON 


Committees Decide on 1 Per Cent Rate 
i for Library and Are Making 
i Out the List. 

The Citizens’ committee and the commit- 
tee from the Library board of Evanston 
are at work on the assessment for the new 
library site. The assessed valuation of 
property in Bvanston, both real and per- 
sonal, for 1899 was $6,000,000, and 1 per cent 
of this sum, which is the tax that the com- 
mittee has decided on, will more than cover 
the amount required to purchase the site. 

This voluntary ment will fall heavi- 
est upon large property-owners. William 
Deering has property scheduled, both real 
and personal, amounting to $250,000. His 
share, according to the tax levy, will amount

They were much astonished, but not dis- 
pleased, when Miss Davis announced that 
she hardly felt equal to the task of ex- 
ploiting such a manifestly disagreeable sub- 
ject on such a beautiful day, and said she 
would save the §300 topic until the next 
meeting.

ONE SIDE DECLARES WAR. 


American Engineers and Their 
Views Treated with Deferenee 
and Respect in Germany.

BERLIN, July A. —I copyright, 1900, by 
Associated Press. The Chinese situation 
takes on a radically different shape from 
news which has reached here from Russia. 
What Europe hitherto knew about the 
troubles in Manchuria was what the Russian 
government chose to let pass. Now a num- 
ber of reports, some of them official but a 
majority private, have reached here from 
St. Petersburg, which tally in the main, and 
paint the situation in Chinese Manchuria 
and along the 1,500 kilometers of borderland, 
on the Siberian side: of which the Amur 
River forms a frontier, as much more dan- 
gerous for Russia than has hitherto been 
supposed. At the Russian Embassy here a 
partial though cautious confirmation of 
this has been obtained. 

A military contributor to the Tageblatt 
says official Russian news showed that Chi- 
nese regular troops, aided by irregulars, in 
all numbering about 120,000, are in open 
war against Russia. They not only de- 
manded the withdrawal of the Russians 
from Chinése territory, but after the Rus- 

refusal to withdraw the Chinese as- 
sumed the offensive and drove off the Rus- 
sians from railroad construction and are 
undertaking hostile operations against Har- 
bin, Blagovechensk, and other towns, shell- 
ing the last named place. . 


Chinese Command Amur River. 

What makes the Chinese hostilities ex- 
tremely dangerous, however, is the fact.that 
the Chinese, by a series of recently con- 
structed forts and redoubts, absolutely com- 
mand the navigation of the Amur River for 
a distance of twenty versts, thus preventing 
Russian troop transports on the only route 
open, at least until those fortifications shall 
have been taken by the Russians. 

Though the Russian censorship is again 
most severe regarding telegrams, news 
reached here today from M. Petersburg that 
Blagovechensk had been taken by the Chi- 
nese, who seized large amounts of money in 
the Russo-Chinese bank there. 

All reperta agree that the Russian govern- 
ment now considers that Russia is actually 
at war with China; that the shillyshally 


| policy hitherte maintained will be dropped; 


that Russia is now hurriedly preparing for 
A serious campaign in north China, separate 
from the other powers; and that Russie will 
not be able nor willing, under these altered 
circ te bear an adequate share 
in the Tien Tsin-Pekin campaign. 


Russian Force of 78,000 Men. 


The Russian ferces available along the 


border and throughout north China are 
stated to comprise twenty-six battalions of 
the line, twenty-seven battalions of re- 
serves, seventeen Cossack regimefits, and 
seventeen field batteries, altogether about 
78,000 men. 

The Lloyd line steamer Sachsen, which has 
arrived at Genoa from China, reports being 
fired upon by Chinese coast forts and 
slightly damaged while going from Yoko- 
hama homeward. 

Dr. Mumm von Schwargenstein has 
China, nominally as the Ger-. 
man representative for east Asia, be- 
cause Germany has not yet been officially 
informed of the death of Baron von Ketteler, 
nor who momentarily represents the Chinese 
government, if there is any. Dr. Mumm, 
therefore, goes, not accredited to the Chi- 
nese government, but empowered to nego- 
tiate with single or joint Viceroys or Gov- 
ernors. 

American Engineers Popular. 

The visiting American engineers have been 
greeted pleasantly by the German press. 
The speeches at the banquet yesterday even- 
ing are commented upon approvingly today. 
Semi-officially it is stated today that the 
praise accorded by the American speakers 
to the German technical school system 
here is accepted with thanks, but that this 
must not lead Germany to stand still. On 
the contrary, it is added the system will re- 
ceive a much needed addition by the estab- 
lishment of a series of post-graduate tech- 
nica! courses for master bakers, leather man- 
ufacturers, brewers, millers, blacksmiths, 
and coppersmiths in various towns. 

The German newspapers have this week 
contained much editorial comment and news 
regarding the American political campaign 
and commerce, mainly complimentary ex- 
cept as regards imperialism. The Kreuz 
Zeitung says: 

„The United States is now in a new era 
of political activity, and now encounters 
unsuspected great hindrances and difficulties, 
which cause the United States sorrow and 
anxiety, but which can neither be removed 
nor overcome hurriedly. Spread-eagleism is 
a species of expensive luxury.“ 


Serious Strike at Hamburg. 

The Hamburg longshoremen's strike is as- 
suming greater proportions. The employers 
today locked out another 2,000 men because 
of their refusal to work in place of certain 
strikers. 

The International Textile congress this 
week proved rather a failure, the discord 
between the English and continental dele- 
gates being freely expressed. The conti- 
nental delegates forced through a socialistic 
resolution regarding means of bettering the 
condition of the’ textiles trade by voting by 
nations instead of by the number of dele- 
gates, thus overpowering the English, who 
nevertheless represented more than double 
the number of workers against the whole of 
the continent. English delegates spoke 
strongly against the Utopian schemes of the 
continentals, claiming that they were trades 


unions pure and simple and unwilling to 


mix politics with their trades unions. The 
next congress was appointed to be held in 
Zurich in 1902.

To Put Bulkheads in Sewer. 

Bulkheads are. to be placed in the Thirty- 
ninth street intercepting sewer this week, at 
a cost of $10,000, unless the order of the 
Council providing for the same is vetoed 
by the Mayor. Acting Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works Blocki said the bulkheads would 
be placed one at each end of the completed 
portion of the sewer as a measure of pre- 
caution. The surety company on the bond 
of the Star Construction company refused 
to complete the work and the city decided to 
do so itself.

FULL SALARIES FOR TEACHERS. 


President Harris Denies Report of Cut— 
Big Saving Expected by Putting 
| in Coal Scales.

FIGHTS MAD DOG IN MIDLAKE. 


Captain John Harvey, Bitten on July

day when Captain John Harvey, 9949 Avenue 
H, arrived in port at South Chicago and has- 
tened to have cauterized wounds that he re- 
cetved on July 10. 

Captain Harvey is owner and salling mas- 
ter of the schooner J. M. Harvey, and was 
rescued from an encounter that might have 
proved fatal to him by Albert Abraham, his 
first mate, who killed the dog with a club 
after it had bitten its master viciously on 
the breast and shoulders. | 

The vessel left Balley’s Harbor on July 7 
with a cargo of pine posts and shingles for 
South Chicago. Captain Harvey had left 
his dog in care of a friend at the former 
place—or supposed he had—and on the fourth 
day out was surprised to hear whines and 
yelps in the hold. He opened the hatchway 
and the animal, a stowaway and a prisoner 
without food for four days, sprang upon him. 

Crazed by hunger and heat, the large 
brindle bull dog did not recognize its master 
and savagely attacked him. Captain Har- 
vey seized the vicious creature about the 
neck, and together dog and master fell to the 
deck. There they struggled long. 

Captain Harvey gradually was growing 
— * the first mate came to his res- 
cue. og was killed and its 
thrown into the lake.

LOSS FOR CHINESE GAMBLERS. 


Trouble in Orient Causes Falling Off 
in Patronage of “ Bunglo” 
Tables and Other Games. 


The proprietors of the numerous lotteries, 
poker-rooms, “ bunglo”™ games, and other 
gambling places in Chicago's Chinatown are 
suffering because of the local antipathy 
toward the Chinese, growing out of the 
Boxer troubles. Until the recent outbreak 
in China these places, which are conducted 
by Chinamen, were liberally patronized by 
white men and colored men alike, and it fs 
said that frequently bets of $100 or more 
were made on the bunglo tables. 

Bunglo"’ is something on the order of 
„ fan-fan,“ and has become popular among 
the gamblers in the levee district, A promi- 
nent Chinaman said yesterday that the 
games had been almost broken up by the 
falling off in patronage. “ Nothing do,“ he 
explained. “ Nobody but Chinamen play 
now.“ 

Sam Moy said the local Chinese were much 
pleased over the late dispatches indicating 
that the members of the foreign legations 
at Pekin were safe. They hoped, he added, 
that this news would have a quicting effect 
in this country. 

A large consignment of Chinese ornaments 
was received from China during the day and 
put in use as decorations for one of the lead- 
ing Chinatown restaurants. Among these 
were a number of idols, dragons, and ex- 
travagantly designed Chinese lanterns, 
which were strung in front of the place.

Differential Roads Threaten to Apply 
| Their Discount to This Business and 
_ Result May Be to Basten End of Spe~- 
_elal Privilege System — Philippine 
Volunteers Seek Low Fares for Den- 
! ver Reunion — Alton Reported to 
Plan Running Trains to Colorado.

ETE: 

It is probable that trouble will break out 
among the astern lines regarding rates to 
the Grand Army encampment in Chicago in 
August. All the differential lines have given 
notice that they will insist on maintaining 
proportionately the same differential on 
Grand Army business that applies to regu~- 
lar passenger traffic. That will make their 
rates about 10 per cent less than standard 
lines charge. The Baltimore and Ohio was 
the first road to declare it would maintain 
differentials on this special business and 
the other lines have followed it. 

It was agreed originally that a rate of one 
cent a mile should be malle on Grand Army 
business by all roads, applying the short 
line mileage. It is probable that the action 
ef the differential lines will hasten consid- 
eration and perhaps abolition of the diker- 
ential system. There is [ttie profit for the 
roads at the rate of one cent a mile agreed 
on, and further reductions in revenue will 
destroy the margin of guin. The matter 
probably will be taken up at the next meet- 
ing of Presidents of Eastern roads. 


Philippine Volunteers Ask Favors. 

Western ‘Passenger association lines are 
considering a proposition to make a rate of 
one fare plus $2 for the round trip for the 
reunion of volunteers of the United States 
army who fought in the Philippines, to be 
held in Denver on Aug. 18. Application wes 
made to the association for reduced rates, 
but at the Marquette meeting members 
thought the regular harvest excursion of 
Aug. T might be available. The men pro- 
moting the reunion, however, seid this would 
not be acceptable, and the roads have taken 
up the matter again. 6 

Sees Fraud in Pacific 

In ͤ granting an injunction restraining the 
consolidation of the Missouri, Kansas and 
Texas road and the Kansas City and Pacific 
road, pending a decision in a suit brought by 
minority stockholders of the latter, Judge 
Lacombe of the United States Circuit Court 
in New York said: The fraud that is 
charged here is a secret and unfair manipu-

duced as a plausible excuse for selling it out— 
imcluding the property of the minority—to a 
company in which the majority only were

worth.” 
Alton, May Nun to Denver. 

It is reported that the Alton road has made 
arrangements to run trains into Denver, 
using the Kansas Pacific division of the 
Union Pacific to handle cars from Kansas 
| City to Denver. This would be another step 
in the establishment of closer relations be- 
tween the Harriman roads. ‘The Alton ils 
said to intend to run fast trains out of both 
Chicago and St. Louis and to shorten the 
time to Denver. The Harriman interests at 
present have no direct service between St. 
Louis and Denver. 


Defeat Schemes of Scalpers. 

Scalpers are trying to manipulate the re- 
turn portion of tickets sold from Chicago to 
Colorado and return. Many schemes have 
been resorted to, but they have been frus- 
trated. In one A woman went to the 
joint agency of the Western Passenger as- 
sociation, claiming to be the original pur- 
chaser of a ticket. Her signature did not 
correspond with the form and the agent told 
her she would have to be identified. She 
left the office and was followed by repre-

afty years ago. Heenan was féted like a lord 
when he returned from England in 1860 after 
fighting Tom Sayers, England's champion. 


came along and held down the sunny side of 
the street until the mighty John L. wan- 
dered along and took up both sides of the 
street, Now we have Terry, who, although 
but a enip of a boy as compared with those 
famed above, is large enough to fill up the 
whole road. : 

Nothing and nobody in sight at present 
dere near his weight can stop his prog- 
yeas, and ‘why not hats off to a boy, even 
though he be a pugilist? The question of his 

esesion does not enter into the matter. 
Was carved out for just what he is, and 
having reached the highest pinnacle obtain- 
able in his profession, I say again, Hats 
off, 
Terry’s Fighting Career. 

Terry's fighting career is practically but 
one year’s standing. True, his advent in 
the ring dates back a little further than 
Mat, but his quick and decisive victery over 
Johnny Ritchie a year ago this month first 
brought him prominently before the fighting 
publica. Ritchie was considered a pretty 
good boy in the West and was strongly tout- 
ed a8 the coming 115-pound champion. He 
tackis@ McGovern, or rather McGovern 
tackled: him, and that is all that need be 
sald regarding the matter. It was Terry's 
easy win last September over England's: 
pride, Pedlar Palmer, that made his name 
word tn Astte etreres. Farmer Was 
heralded as the greatest featherweight that 
er donned a glove and the showing he 
Made against George Dixon in New York 
im 1806 was the talk in pugdom for 
Months after. Well, it occupied less than 
three minutes of Terry's time to lay Palmer 


* 


Still, a certain coterle in New York tried to 
throw cold water on his victory. Some even 
went so far as to denounce the fight as a 
fake, hinting that Palmer laid down, etc. 
Wonder whether they think sonow. How- 
ever, Terry trimmed him as he has trimmed 
everybody since. 

Before the two fights named above nobody 
took much notice of McGovern. They did 
not know, neither did they care, whether he 
ate tiree meals a day or whether he had 
car fare. Since then the question of his 
earning powers as compared with politicians, 
men in other walks of life, and even Presi- 
dent McKinley, have led to a number of 
controversies. It is impossible to secure 
at the present writing the exact figures of 
the amount of money he has earnéd during 
the last year, but a rough estimate shows 
it to be in the neighborhood of $75,000. This 
amount, as nearly correct as possible, he 
earned in purses, on the road with a vaude- 
ville company, umpiring ball games, etc., 
and is as follows:

SPORTING GOSSIP OF LONDON.

Both had hard luck at Intervals, and 
hazards were frequently encountered, but 
the sample of golf played in the latter half 
was sufficient to satisfy the best of critics. 


Smith Starts Of Well. 


Play Was started at 11-o’clock, A. L. Reid 
acting as referee.

Like the flight of a meteor the thirteenth 
annual meeting of the Washington Park 
club went out yesterday, leaving a trail 
of brilliancy behind it. 

Twenty-five thousand people, the largest 
crowd ever at the track on any day other 
than a Derby day, saw the greatest Wheeler 
Handicap in the club's history, and witnessed 
first the lowering of mee record at 
one mile, and then the equaling of the world’s 
record ata mile. They also witnessed a pro- 
gram of seven races that sparkled with in- 
teresting features from first to last. 

Chicago’s best specimen of summer weath- 
er allured pe@ple out of doors; there was 
no local ball game—probably. the only Sat- 
urday of the season when such will be the 
case—and amusement-seekers naturally 
drifted toward the famous facecourse. The 
big stand filled up early with men and wom- 
en, and the bright. gowns of the latter 
flashed back the sunlight with much of the 
luster of Derby day. Only the big show of 
tally-hos and other vehicles in the infield 
was missing. In the betting ring ſt was the 
same old clothes-destroying crush to lose 
money—the last chance of the season for @ 
great many who never go to races anywhere 
but at Washington Park. 

And so it was a delightful day aul around, 
and when the gates were closed and the W. 
P. C. pennant was taken down and laid 
away for another eleven months everybody, 
winner and loser, voted it had been a great 
meeting. 

The fun began at just about five minutes 
after half-past 2, for then Gold Badge poked 
his nose in front of Paletou, and thereby 
won the opening race, which was for 2-year- 
olds. That nose made a difference of just 
$455 in favor of Owner P. Dunne 4s opposed 
to T. F. Sellers. Sad Sam, whd was fa- 
vorite, got away poorly, and made up @ 
lot of ground. He tired, however, in the 
run home and finished far out of the money. 
Early this year in the South this colt was 
considered a stake animal. 


Duan’s Luck Contine: 


If Mr. P. Dunne was lucky td win with 
Gold Badge’s nose in the first race, he was 
still luckier when the judges fafled to dis- 
qualify his colt. Stam Chamber) after the 
latter had finished first in the second race, 
Star Chamber came in three lengths to the 
good, but at the eighth post he seemed to 
interfere serfously with Minyon, and many

The time for the 
big handicap was 2:04%, defeating Morello's 
famous mark made in the Wheeler Handicap 
of 1898, which equaled the world's record at 
that time. The Roman’s time is within a 
quarter of a second of David Tenny’s world’s 
record for the distance, made at Washington 
Park two years ago. 

Not only was the record for the race low- 
ered, but the contest was in other. respects 
the most brilliant ever held in the West. 

Even after the handicap had been decided 
the card offered plenty of attractions. The 
fourth race brought the best sprinters at the 
track together in a mile race, The weights 
were light and the framer ot the contest evi- 
dently had designs on the mile record when 
he announced the conditions. May Beach, 
George Arnold, John A. Morris, Belle of 
Memphis, Mr. Brown, and Wax made up 
the field: This was a great cluster of speed 
wonders, but the field was shy on stamina, 
and eventually the race went to the one 
whose forte is stamina rather than speed, 
although he has much of both. 

Belle of Memphis was an unfortunate fac- 
tor in the race. She delayed the start until 
the performers had lost much of their ginger 
in false breakaways. But for this faster time 
undoubtedly wduld have been made. 


Track Record Goes.

In September, 1898, four Swedes landed on 
the beach and found gold in the creeks and 
gulches. Not until May, 1800, however, was 
gold found in the sea-wet sands. Then 
came the rush, from the coast country to the 
south, and from Dawson and the Klondike. 
In October of that year Nome City had a 
population of 5,000; at the present time 25,- 
000 people are in the city and straggled 
along the beach for twenty-five miles. . 
They are a queer jumble of types,“ said 
Mr. Bartsch, “ thrown together in the ex- 
cliement of a gold craze. To the miners, 
gamblers, and adventurers have been added 
a lawless class worse than all. Many of 
these went from Pacific coast ports as 
stowaways. Most of them are armed and 
in one way or another all of them are dan- 
gerous to the community, especially under 
present conditions. | 
“It is a certainty that the transporta- 
tion companies will not move any one who

has not the price to pay. Within three 
weeks, in the present unsettled state of the 
prospectors, there will be suffering from 
the cold. When the ground begins to freeze 
rocking will be stopped, and at the first 
pinch of real cold there will be hunger in 
the camp. In Nome City are the great ware- 
houses of the Alaska Exploration company, 
the Alaska Commercial company, and the 
Alaska Trading and Transportation com- 
pany. These are filled full of all that is 
needed for the comfort of the camp. There 
is food enough in them to last three years 
and everything else in proportion. Two 
companies of United States soldiers are on 
guard. How long do you imagine these lines 
of bluecoats would stand between these 
supplies and maybe 12,000 desperate men, 
pinched by coid and hunger? 

I can see no escape from such a situation 
at Nome City, unless the United States gov- 
ernment takes a hand in getting the stranded 
ones away from the place. The government 
has only three small revenue cutters in 
Bering Sea. These could not take out a 
handful of those who would need to 80. 
Even should the government charter the 
available steamships for the purpose, it is 
too late to clear the Cape of all the needy 
ones. 

Fo this difficulty of numbers the epidemic 
of smallpox has made removai even more 
impossible. Quarantine will be enforced 
against those that try to get away. In such 
an event even Nome City might be preferable 
to many, making the winter of violence cer- 


tain.

„Conditions at Nome City have been lead- 
ing to such a climax. The city has no 
charter. By some provision or by general 
agreement a Judge and a jury are there to 
administer justice. Their administration has 
been so corrupt that many persons in dis- 
agreement resort to arms to settle the con- 
troversy. So all summer the city has had 
only semblance enough of law to keep the 
sober miner element from forming vigilan 
committees. 


CITY WITHOUT LAW. | 

“Jumping lots in Nome City has led to 
much trouble. A miner coming in has 
staked off a plat on which to build, and 
then with pan and rocker has gone away 
to wash for gold. Lawless newcomers, for 
themselves or for others, have pulled up 
these stakes and built on the site. When 
the miner returns to build his winter cabin 
there is trouble. 

In the beginning such cases went upto 
the Judge and jury. Soon it was known 
that the party with the most money got the 
decision. In the camp is a certain woman 


| who has title to 118 of these lots. It is said 


that she hired men to jump the lots and take 
the case into the court. There a verdict 
would be rendered for the last comer, and 
when he secured title it was part of the 
agreement that the property should be made 
over to the woman.

that is unusually prevalent in Nome City. 
This comes of the fact that the place is 
reached by steamer without the necessity of 
the long overland trip that so tries the soul 
of any one but the experienced miner. Any- 
body and everybody has been dumped into 
the camp, 


It was a sight never to be forgotten when 
this summer's inrush was greatest. The sea 
is shallow for a long distance from the tide 
line, and the thousands of adventurers com- 
ing in were put ashore in every conceivable 
kind of small craft. Hundreds of them, 
water-soaked from the breakers, found 
themselves ashore without adequate shelter, 
hungry, and with no fuel, but compelled to 
stand guard over their camp equipments, 
knowing that to turn their backs would be 
to lose everything that had cost them so 
much money and effort. a 

“Such a condition as this does not exist 
in most Alaska camps. Property rights 


‘among the miners are respected. If a man 


is hungry and comes to a cabin whose owner 
is away, the hungry man helps himself to 
necessities, and nothing less is expected. But 
in general theft in the diggings is severely 
punished—often more severely than is the 
crime of killing. In Nome City, however, 
lawlessness is almost unchecked and unchal- 
lenged. 

left Nome City on the steamer San 
Pedro. Among the passengers were a 
father, his daughter, and two sons, all mu- 


pectors are working over ground that already 
has been rocked thoroughly. The action 
of the sea in storms has leveled the aban- 
doned holes in the beach and later comers 
have staked nearly all this ground anew, not 
knowing that it has been worked. 

„My own experience at rocking gold at 
Cape Nome extended over a period of three 
and one-half days. In those three days I 
could have earned $35 carpentering, while 
I got only $28.75 in gold dust.

As showing how little such wages mean, 
however, Mr. Bartsch says that a can of 
condensed milk worth 10 cents in Chicago 
sells for $1.25 in the camp; meat worth 7 


cents a pound brings $1.25, and fifty pounds 


of flour worth $1.15 sells for $10. A pair of 
rubber boots sells for $15, and a coarse 
shirt and hood of reindeer skin is worth $25. 


UNHEALTHY WORK. 

Working in the ditches, too, for wages 
is hard on any constitution,” said Mr. 
Bartsch. The wet and cold develops rheu- 
matism in the most robust and they cannot 
keep up the work. Water comes into a pros- 
pect hole as soon as it is open and in many 
cases holes are sunk twenty feet in pros- 
pecting the claim. It requires at least four 
weeks to determine if the average claim is 
worth working out.“ 

Mr. Bartsch’s experience at Cape Nome 
followed his pioneer venture into the Koko- 
pat River country in the summer of 1898. 
He had made the overland trip to the Koko- 
pat, only to be disappointed. When the 
rush set in to Cape Nome he bought a dory 
and went down the Kowak River to Cape 
Blossom on Kotzebue Sound. From this 
paint he was to follow the Alaskan coast 
450 miles to the cape. He had arrived at 
Cape Blossom on May 30 and waited till June 
8 for the ice to go out of the sound. It was 
still crushing and grinding when he put out 
in his open boat, eighteen feet long, three and 
one-half feet wide, and rigged for both sail 
and oars. The boat drew only sixteen inches 
of water and all along the shallow beaches 
of the Alaskan coast he found open water 
for the reason that the heavy ice could not 
drive in and the broken ice melted. 


LIFEINACABIN. | 

I had endless daylight,” said Mr. Bartsch, 
„ and when the wind was fair I sailed stead- 
ily, sometimes three days at a time, scarcely 
eating and never sleeping: Then when I 
struck head winds or rough weather I would 
go ashore, cook, and eat until I was filled, 
and then sleep like a gorged python. Inthis 
way, with the never-ending daylight, I would 
lose track of the day of the week and of 
the month. It was impossible to keep from 
it. In hauling my boat ashore I would drive 
a stake, hook a block and tackle to it, and

Much of it was dritt 
wood driven on the beach. The only wood 
on the cape is called snakewood, so named 
because of its extremely tortuous growth. 
A tree with à trunk thirty*feet long may 


stand only ten feet high. There is a peat 


formed of moss that makes a good fuel if 
properly cut and dried. Coal is scarce and 
dear, having to be brought in by steamer 
and landed with great difficulty. 

“To show how necessary fuel ts in that 
country, one has only to mark the seasons 
and. the temperatures. Spring begins late

At Cape Nome 
last winter 45° below zero was the coldest of 
the year. The winter before 74° below was 
recorded. 

“In the two winters that I was in Alaska 
I was out of doors every day cutting weod, 
In temperatures of 40, 50, or 60 beloW Sere 
there is no wind, but one’s nose, ears, oF even 
cheeks will be nipped by the frost before he 
knows it.

“This Alaska water is deceptive, Ti 
comes from mountain snows and is béauti- 
fully clear, both in the streanis and in the 
springs.

For instance, at Cape Nome 
I got twelve letters from my wife, all at 
one delivery, and the first had been written « 
year before. She, on the other hand, got 
four of mine all at once. 

‘* Again, no man can afford to go to Alaska 
for only one year; I would not go again With 
two years’ grubstake. Four or five years 
should be the better limit. The first year 
that one ts in the diggings it takes all of his 
time after arrival to get his cabin up befare 
snow comes He can’t expect to do anything 
at mining.

For 
twenty years the record is al- 
. most as good. The recent 
Growning of three young people in the pond 
in Washifigton Park makes this year’s fatal- 
‘ity record greater than that of any preced- 
ime year except fifteen years ago, when 
three intoxicated men capsized at Jackson 


to those now afforded, and all were 
Growned. The total known casualties of 
tnis kind in the city in the last twenty years 
ie fifteen in number, and of these 
deaths of persons who had not 
been boating and two were the deaths of 
persons drowned in the outer lagoon in 
elm Park, where the boats rented at the 
park pavilion are not allowed to go. 5 

The record is considered by the park su- 
permtendents and authorities as remark- 
aud is attributed by them largely to 
the great care and vigilance exercised by the 
park police and park boathouse attendants.

That a larger number of drownings have 


ventured on the water, is considered remark- 
able in view of the depths of the ponds in all 
but Lincoln and Humboldt Parks. In Lim 
coln Park, says Superintendent Redieske, 
boating accidents are frequent, happening 
on an average twice a week. They are due 
for the most part to people changing seats 
in the boats, and were it not that the shal- 
lowness of the water enables almost any one 
to walk ashore the number of fatalities 
might be alarming. Last week there were 
two accidents, one boat spilling a party of 
young men and young women and another 
two young men. All except one of the young 
men waded ashore. The man who didn't 
wade lost his head, forgot the shallowness 
of the water, and swam across the pond at 
a point where it was barely four feet deep. 
Fun Without Risk. 

The shallowness of the water in Lincoln 
Park is thought to detract nothing from the 
pleasure of boating. It is as enjoyable to 
boat in four feet of water, says Superin- 
tendent Redieske, as in depths of from eight 
to twenty feet, and a great deal safer. 

The ‘depths in Jackson and Washington 
Parks have been discussed by Superintend- 
ent Foster of the South Park board since 
the accident of a few days ago, and means 
have been considered whereby the ponds 
could be filled up to a depth not exceeding 
five feet. An objection to the shallowness, 
Superintendent Foster says, is the resultant 
difficulty in keeping the water fresh when it 
has not a depth of more than four or five 
feet. | 

At Lincoln Park there are facilities for 
draining the ponds, which are cleaned once 
every two years. 

At Washington Park the fe can be 
drained almost to the bottom, but it is a 
long and difficult task, The duck pond, 
where the boys and girls are allowed to wade, 
ean be drained easily, and the water 
changed several times each season. | 

The lagoons at Jackson Park have two 
outlets to the lake. The water in the la- 
goons would be kept clean and fresh there, 
no matter how shallow, as the change in 
the lake level gives them fresh water every 
day. 

The favorable record as to freedom from 
drownings. and capsizings in the Chicago 
parks has not been attained without care 
and vigilance on the part of the park au- 
thorities. To begin with, the parks have 
boats built on a safe pattern. Most of them 
are boats of such stable equilibftum when 
afloat that a man of average weight, with 
no other person aboard, may stand on the 
edge of a boat without causing it to dip wa- 
ter, and, if he js good at keeping his balance, 
also may avoid a ducking, But the man is 
not allowed to tty it, so he is sure not to get 
the ducking in that way. : 

Watch Over Those Afio 

Beside having safe boats the parks have 
careful attendants at the boat pavilions. 
These attendants will not permit overload- 
ing of boats, and if they see persons afloat 
who behave in such manner as to threaten 
the safety of all om board they overhaul

Can’t Go on the Lake. 

The fact that the South Park board 

cided to deny the park boats heme ae 
lake will put an end to the worrying of many 
mothers whose children are accustomed to 
go boating in Jackson Park. To be sure, 
there is a United States life saving station 
in the park, built on the south bank of the 
arm of the lake that stretches into the park 
and supplies fresh water for the lagoons. 
pacing back and forth on the board runway 
that extends along the roof of the station. 
Often the sentry may be seen to scowl and 
shake his head in admonition when persons 
whose awkward motions show they are not 


experienced oarsmen row past on the way 


out to the lake, especially if the day be sultry 
and a storm threatening. 

But there are others who will regret the 
change in policy at Jackson Park. For in 
the cool of a summer evening that broad ex- 
pense of water out past the pier is most 
tempting—particularly tempting when one 
may go out there and see a full moon rise in 
early evening out of the dimpling waters of 
Lake Michigan, making a broad and glisten- 
ing pathway out over the lake that looks as 
if it might lead to the fairyland of a child's 
dreams. 

Yet, though the sentry has kept his vigil 
day and night for years, and thousands in 
that time have tempted fate by rowing out 
to the lake, far away from the crowds in the 
park that promise quick rescue if one suffers 
from a sudden upset in the lagoon, no fatal- 
ity has been recorded from the practice of let - 
ting the small craft pass out to the big sheet 
of water. Often there have been capsizings, 
and often the life savers have been sent out 
in a hurry to bring ashore some boat whose 
oarsman found himself unable to wrestle 
with the larger waves some distance out 
from shore, but never a drowning from any 
of the park boats, From other boats there 
have been a few. | 

Temptations of the Lagoons. 

And there is no reason to wonder that 
nearly a half million people in a year find 
pleasure in taking a rowboat and plying 
the oars in the safe, calm waters of the 
lagoons in Chicago's parks. It is as near as 
city folk can get to nature without great 
trouble. Artificial, with their roads and 
walks laid out in patterns and grass close 
trimmed and flower beds in geometrical de- 
signs? Yes; and that is true of most city 
parks the world over. Chicago's parks are 
ahead of some others in this respect. But 
all the artificiality is obscured from the 
nature-lover when he is in a rowboat in 
the lagoon. The roads and offending flower- 
beds are on a level above him, and he can- 
not see them. j 

But this is what he can do, and ‘and 
hear. He can gkirt the banks that are lined 
with soft fringes of willow, row under the 
overhanging branches of taller trees that 
lean over to dip their fingertips in the water, 
see the silhouette of foliage against a sum- 
mer sky, hear the musical trill of wave- 
lets as they ripple against his prow—and 
doing this can forget for a time that all 
around him lies a city of grim stone and 
brick, of sordid streets and grinding work— 
forget that there is anywhere anything but 
earth, and air, and sky, and the beauties 
and allurements of nature. 


and 


And to forget this, for a little time, and 
once in a while, to the city man or Woman 
is worth far more than it costs, in money 
or effort, to go rowing out in, the park. 

Watching the Goldfish: 

And the evening pleasures that grown-up 
people, who have the larger capacity for ap- 
is not the only excuse for the park boat. 
There is fishing in some of the ,parks of 
Chicago sometimes, and in some others where 
fishing is not allowed there are fish. The 
latter is true notably in Lincoln Park, where 
children are content to sit in the boats 
for hours and watch the goldfish as they” 
dart and glisten in the sun-illumined shoals 
of the pond. 

But in Jackson Park, at certain seasons 
when the Park board is inclined to grant the. 
privilege, there is real fishing. And many a 
man of the future, who is a Chicago small 
boy today, will tell his children that he, took 
his first lessons in the art of which Izaak 


Walton is the patron saint in the parks 


of Chicago. 

The small number of fatalities on the 
park ponds is remarkable, considering the 
crowds that go boating every summer,“ said 
Superintendent Foster of the South Park 
system. Above 400,000 people go boating in 
Chicago’s parks every summer, yet the 


, fatalities can be numbered on the fingers of 


one hand. 

On the Detroit River, where the boating 
from Belle Isle Park does not approach any- 
where near that of Chicago’s parks, the 
fatalities are enormous in comparison. 

“At Jackson Park the small number of 
fatalities is especially remarkable, owing to 
the fact that for twenty years boating par- 
ties have been allowed to go out in the lake. 
Last Sunday I found that-above twenty-five 
boats had gone out in the lake. Many of 
them were from three to four blocks out, a 
few farther than that, and two were above 
a mile away from shore. I. made a report 
of the matter to the commissioners and 
recommended that no boats be allowed to go 
out beyond the shore line, owing to the 
danger from the sudden storms for which 
Lake: Michigan is noted. The outlets have 
been fenced up now and no boats can go out 
in the lake. 

think this is a wise precaution, although 
for twenty years there never was a fatal ac- 
cident in the lake from any of the park boats, 
There is no reason, except perhaps the ex- 
pense, why the Jackson Park lagoons should 
not be filied up to a shallow depth.

“Two people to my knowledge have tried 
to wade out into the park ponds and com- 
mit suicide, but were not successful. One 
woman was compelled to come out of the 
water at the point of a park policeman’s 
pistol." He threatened to shoot her if she 
didn't come out of the water, and, despite 
her anxiety to die, she obeyed. 

“Our lagoons are too shallow for people 
to drown in. We watch our boats care- 
fully, do not allow them to get overloaded, 
and if any one is seen standing up in a boat, 


it is taken away from him.“ | 

Never had a fatal accident in Humboldt 
Fark.“ said Superintendent De Thier. Our 
ponds, except for one small pool twenty 
feet in depth, are but five feet.deep. We 
handle enormous crowds, but watch them 
closely and no one is allowed to stand up in 
a boat, rock it, or take in people from the 
banks when the boat is already loaded.” 

“We've had ome case of drowning in 
Dwyer, but it is not known whether that 
was an accident or not. The body of the 
man was found in April a year ago, when 
the ice broke up. We take no precautions 
beyond preventing boats from being over- 
loaded and stopping any one caught rocking 
a boat, or standing upinit. Our ponds are 
about eight feet deep in the middle, but 
our boats are hard to capsize, being broad-

Prices for good clothes are less, 
and this is because less credit is 
given. The day when a young 
| man could go into any tailoring 
— shop and order several suits of 
clothes on credit is past. The old system 
‘ruined many tailors and we find the new way 
much better. Of course we give credit, but 
we always make a careful investigation of 
the financial standing of a person before we 
make him a sult of clothes. If he has nota 
rating in the commercial agency books he 
must have been introduced, and then we 
send out and make guarded inquiries about 
him in much the same way that the money 
lenders do. 

“ We still give a good deal of. credit, and 
we will lose about 5 per cent of the money 
due us. We have to give credit even to 
prosperous people, because a man who buys 
four or five suits of clothes a year does not 
Uke to be bothered with small bills, while

“This saving through bad debts is re- 
sponsible for the decrease in the price of 
really good clothes. The cloth in a $40 suit 
will cost about $8 or $9 at the most, the 
trimming $1, and the price of the suit de- 
pends chiefly upon the amount paid for the 
making.

Since that time a custom has sprung 
up among the Anglo-American residents of 
having one of them collect the letters and 
then, walk over to Niagara Falls, Ont., and 
post them, saving three cents on each mis- 
sive. 

In the case of a single letter there is no 
saving, as there is a toll of 10 cents for the 
round trip across the railway bridge and 
15 cents across the steel arch bridge. When 
a large number of letters are collected to- 
gether, however, the saving mounts up. and 
it is, a regular custom in various households 
when a letter has been written to Inquire: 
* Who is going to Canada today? In addi- 
tion mahy residents on the Canadian side 
who daily cross to the American make it a 
regular custom to collect and mail letters for 
personal friends. 


Inconveniently Fat.

farmer so energetic and enter- 
} prising that lack of rain, dry- 
ness of soil, and grasshoppers— 

the bane of the existence of the 
pioneer Kansas farmer—have no 
terrors for the farmer of 1900. 
When an adequate rainfall 
seemed to guarantee good crops to the farm- 
er of fifteen years ago he still ran the risk of 
having them partially or completely de- 
stroyed by grasshoppers. 

It remained for Isaiah Finch, a Saline 
County farmer, to show how to exterminate 
grasshoppers and to make money at the same 
time. He raised a flock of 1,000 turkeys and 
rents them for $25 a day. 

Mr. Finch’ states that the grasshoppers 
have been so numerous in his neighborhood 
this summer as to do considerable damage 
to all crops. He has a drove of 1,000 young 
turkeys, and he soon discovered that his 
poultry was much more than a match for 
the “ hoppers.” The turkeys destroyed the 
* hoppers almost as fa8t as they could light 
on his premises and before they had time to 
work any destruction, 

Presently Mr. Finch’s neighbors noticed 
that his flelds continued green and luxuriant 
while others were barren in spots, and they 
investigated. When they found out the se- 
cret a few of the enterprising farmers began 
to negotiate for the use of the flock; Mr. 
Finch proceeded on the theory that 100 tur- 
keys were as valuable as a farm hand, and 
accordingly fixed a rental of $2.50 per day 
for each 100 turkeys. The entire flock is in 
demand and Mr. Finch derives a revenue of 
$23 per day on-his investment. 

Thus the old-time method of raising or 
buying feed on which to raise turkeys has 
been superseded by the new one of making 
your neighbors pay for the privilege of feed- 


ing them for you.

precinct. His death after years spent in re- 
tirement from politics calls attention to the 
fact that the strong arm” boss has lost 
his power. Almost without exception the 
ie Champions who were ready at the drop 
of @ hat to display their prowess at any 
style of room "’ fighting are off the polit- 
ea tage. Many of them are dead. Some 
died with their boots on. Those who are 
still alive are most of them settled down, 
and in the days of their peaceful and quiet 
old Age watch with something like contempt 
the Gareers of a new generation of political 
‘bosses, who depend more on intrigue and 
careful manipulation than upon the strength 
of their good right arms and their reputa- 
tions as fighting men. | 

Many of the old fighting bosses were not 
at €ii quarreilsome men naturally. In order 
to retain political leadership in some of the 
city wards, however, it was absolutely nec- 
essary that a man should have a reputation 
as & bad man in a fight. He must be ready 
inate a caucus and drive the contest- 
out by force of arms if necessary. Oft- 
en im the old days he was obliged to lead a 
crowd of strong-armed heelers to the poll- 
ing Places, there to make things physically 
Uhpleasatit for the hated foe. It was not 
enough then for a boss to sit in a comforta- 
ble “Office and send out orders by willing 
henchmen. He must come out and show 
himself and be always ready to defend his 
title by “ going to the floor with a rival 
claimant to the position. _ 


BY RIGHT OF MIGHT. 

So most of the old ward bosses were the 
herves of several sanguinary encounters, in 
which they had demonstrated their right to 
sit at the head of the ward table and serve 
the political pie to the hungry men about it. 
Some of these battles became locally his- 
Wortes and politicians dated their remarks 
from them. Thus in the Second Ward a 
thing happened just before Jim d’App 
Black Jack’ Yattaw,”’ and in the 
Tweaty-ninth men still speak of the time 
“when * Buck’ McCarthy and Joe Lam- 
mets got together at the Great Northern.”

LET SULLIVAN FIGHT. as 

Alderman Appleton, Jim d' App.“ was 
good type of the old school.

a challenge to fight it out. His chief lieu- 
tenant was Patrick Sanders. It was the

Black Jack ran afoulof Jim d' App 
and persisted in bothering the Second Ward 
boss until it reached a point where either 
Appleton had to fight or lose prestige with 
his followers. In such a case Jim never 
hesitated. The line of battle was quickly. 
formed and the political warriors of the 
Second Ward gathered with bated breath 
to see their champion sustain the dignity 
of his position with force of arms. It was. 
a Homeric struggle. When it was over 
Black Jack had a new assortment of 
scars and was quite ready to take off his 
hat to his conqueror. | 

As an instance of Jim d App's power 
in a political way the following incident is 
related: For fourteen years, ending in 1880, 
prizefights had not been permitted in Chi- 
cago, even though they masqueraded under

BEATEN BY “IKE” RIVERS. 

The only time Jim App " is ever known

bloody ‘fights. Back in 1876, during the 
Hayes-Tilden campaign, “ Ike" got his first 
notoriety im a political way. On election 
day in that year he and Black Jack Yat- 
taw were serving as special United States 
Deputy Marshals at the polling-place at 
Harrison street and Third avenue. 4 
fight broke out, and a man was killed. Sev- 
era! others were wounded by pistol shots. 
From that time for twenty years Ike 
figured at frequent intervals in the news- 
papers under scare heads. He went into 
“Jim d' App's saloon one night in a duar-

“BUCK” M’CARTHY’S ROWS. |

is said that his readiness to fight has been 
one of the many reasons which have kept 
him from achieving a more considerable 
success in politics. 

‘* Buck’s ” most historic political fight was 
that with his fellow-Alderman, ‘‘ Joe” | 
Lammers, which was pulled off in the pres- 
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of the Republican city fathers in an 
room at the Great Northern Hotel. 
It was in 18938. Mayor Harrison had been 
assassinated and it devolved upon the City 
Council to elect a temporary Mayor. The 
fight was hot. The Republicans had a ma- 
jority of only one or two in the Council. 
If they held together the Republican candi- 
date, George B. Swift, was certain of elec- 
tion. The Republican managers feared, 
however, that certain of the weaker breth- 
ren in the Council might be approached by 
the Democrats and such inducements of- 
fered that they would at least stay away 
from the meeting called to select a Mayor, 
and so throw the balance of power into the 
hands of the enemy. | 

As the fateful day approached this fear 
became stronger. It was known that one 
or two of the Republican members had been 
“seen,” and the managers determined to 
take desperate measures. On the afternoon 
before the meeting of the Council all the 
Republican Aldermen were called together 
in @ room at the Great Northern and prac- 
tically made prisoners. It was determined 
to keep them there in a body and to allow 
no one to go out until it was time to march 
the solid and unbroken phalanx over to the 
City Hall. x 

There were many hot debates while the 
prisoners waited for the hour to come. 
One of these debates was between Buck 
McCarthy and Joe Lammers. Before 
the remainder of the Aldermen knew what 
was happening Buck and “Joe” had 
“come together.“ Buck” played an old 
trick in “room” fighting. He reached over 


4 Lammers’ shoulders, caught his coat at the | 


bottom, behind, and pulled it up and for- 
ward over his head. That put Lammers in 
a bag and at a decided disadvantage, so he 
grappled, and the two men went to the- 
floor together. Before they were pulled 
apart the Republican majority in the Coun- 
eil came near to being reduced by at least 
one vote. As it was, Alderman Lammers 
furnished a good case for an expert oculist. 


WEBB ENDED “ BUCK.” 

Destiny overtook Buck several years 
later. He was sent to Springfield as a dele- 
gate to a State convention. One of his fel- 
low-delegates was William Webb of the 
Twenty-ninth Ward, himself a mighty man 
in a physical sense. The delegation from 
the Second Congressional District, of which 
“ Buck” and Webb were members, went 
out to hold a caucus.in the building at the 
State fair grounds, devoted on ordinary oc- 
casions to the exhibit of fat sheep. The 
delegates from the Congressional district 
desired to talk matters over and get things 
arranged so that.the vote of the delegation 
could be cast.as a unit. The meeting was 
held in the interest of harmony. It ended 
when Webb had beaten “ Bucks face 


into a sheep's head and had thrown him 
into one of the pens. 

Buck,“ now turned Democrat, {s stil! 
busy with the politics of the Twenty-ninth 
Ward. He is an active ally and lieutenant 
of “ Mike McInerney in the latter’s effort 
to wrest control of the Democratic ward ma- 
chine away from Tom Carey, big chief 
of the Stock-Yards Indians.“ Both Carey 
and McInerney have the reputation of be- 
ing able to take care of themselves in a 
fight, though they are seldom or never nowa- 
days called upon to live up toit. ; 


GAHAN AND THE BAD MEN. 

The most eminent politician which this sec- 
tion of the city has ever produced is easily 
Thomas Gahan, the Democratic National 
cgmmitteeman from Illinois, and the man 
who, as much as any one, has the say in the 
management of the State and local cam- 
paigns. A good many years ago Gahan had 
the reputation of being the best man in 
the whole Stock- Yards district. At that time 
the title meant much. But Gahan's reputa- 
tion Was not won in barroom fights, and was 
with him strictly a matter of business. He 
was the Chief of Police in the old Town of 
Lake, and it was his duty to see that the 
fighting politicians did not carry their war- 
fare to a point where an undertaker was 
the only man who could do any good. In 
doing his duty he at one time or another 
ran up against most of the bad men” of 
«the district, and it is not recorded that he 
ever was forced to lower his colors. 


STRONG ARM ON NORTH SIDE. 
As Mr. Gahan puts it himself, the only 
man in those days with whom he would have 
hesitated to grapple was the late General 
Torrence, who was at one time a foreman 
in one of the Town of Lake rolling mills, and 
whose physical strength was tremendous. 
Perhaps the most striking tribute which 
the Twenty-ninth Ward ever paid to the 
potency of fighting ability as a power in 
politics was when it elected “Tim Hogan 
to the State Legislature. Tim had made 
pugilism his business. He was an ex-prize 
fighter when he was made a lawmaker at 
Springfield. 
Up on the North Side the Twenty-third 
Ward has developed more “ strong arm” 
politicians than any other part of the dis- 
trict. In the good old days the fighting men 
of the Market street gang dominated 
primaries and polls alike, and the man who 
stood in their way was likely to be badly 
crippled up. The Market street boys, how- 
ever, never fought fair. They rarely if ever 
sent a champion into the ring to fight it out 
man to man with a political opponent. They 
‘depended rather on force of numbers. Five 
or six to one was their favorite plan of 
waging battle, and if cornered they did not 
hesitate to use brass knuckles, bricks, or 


even revolvers. 


For years former State Senator John F. 
O'Malley has been the chief of the strong- 
armed boys of the North Side. He had 
fought his way to the top and was willingly 
recognized as their leader by the fighting 
element of the Democratic party in the 
Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth Wards. 
He compelled the managers of his party to 
pay allegiance to him because it was recog- 
nized that no man could carry a Democratic 
primary in “his wards” if O'Malley was 


‘against him. 


Personally O’Malley is quiet almost to 
taciturnity. He is tall and slender, with 
a smooth-shaven face and a youthful ap- 
pearance. In his case appearances were 
deceitful. He is or was tremendously power- 
ful physically, and he had the virtue, some- 
what rare among his class, of being per- 
sonally fearless. It is said of him that he 
never shunned an election scrap,” and his 
red head and protuding lower jaw have been 
in the front of many a hard fought and 
bloody fight. 
O'MALLEY’S BATTLES. 

Except when under the influence of liquor 
@’Malley is not at all quarrelsome. When 
in that condition, however, he has several 
times demonstrated that he is a man to 


be avoided. At the November election in 


1894, for instance, he shot a bartender and 


a cabman because they had dared to ask 


him to settle for their services and sup- 
plies. At the last Aldermanic election 
O’Malley was a supporter of the notorious 
Major Sampson as the regular Demo- 
cratic candidate for Alderman. It is a 
striking proof of the decadence of the 
“ strong arm as a political weapon that in 
spite of O’Malley’s efforts Sampson was 
overwhelmingly defeated. In this election 
also O'Malley made himself the hero of the 
last serious election fight in Chicago. 
He shot and seriously wounded former Al- 
derman and State Representative Lyman in 
his own saloon in North Clark street. Ip 
1804 O'Malley was defeated at ‘the polls by 
George D. Anthony and in spite of his des- 
perate efforts to retain his supremacy later 
elections have shown that here as elsewhere 
in the city the day of the strong arm 
boss has gone by. 

The First Ward, which is said to be the 
richest city ward in the world, has de- 
veloped many fighting politicians. In the 
old days before the encroachments of busi- 
ness had driven so many prominent resi- 
dents out of the ward it sent some splendid 
men to represent it at the City Hall. At 
one time the First Ward was represented 
in the Council by Judge Tuley and Dr. D. K. 
Pearsons, the philanthropist. 


FIRST WARD FISTS. 
Later came Alderman “ Billy” Whalen, 


who, after a tumultous life, was shot to 
death in Matt Hogan's old resort on State 


street by a with whom he had quar. 
reled. Contemporaries of Whalen were John 
Connolly and “Jim” Fitzsimmons, both of 
whom met violent deaths after fighting their 
way to a prominent place in the politics of 
the ward. : a 
A, later contingent is represented by 
“ Bill’ Skakel, who was brought into prom- 
inence for the first time for years the other 
day by the report that he was dying in one” 
of the hospitals. Ten or fifteen years ages 
Skakel was a power in the politics of the 
First Ward. He was the proprietor of the 
celebrated clock gambling game, and ™ 
when in his prime spent his ill-gotten money 
like a Prince. Skakel went into politics with 
the determination to break as many heads 
as might prove necessary at the primaries, - 
but even then the strong arm was no 
longer popular, and his successes were few, 
To the same generation belongs “ Big 
Sandy Walters, whose mere physical bulk

O’BRIEN’S STORMY CAREER. © 

Of the few men relics of the fighting days 
who are still in politics, former Alderman 
and State Senator Billy” O’Brien of the 
Sixth Ward used to bear the reputation of 
being the best little man ot his inches 
in the city at all styles ot room ” fighting. 
His caretr for the last few years has been 
stormy and full of ups and downs, and serves” 
as another illustration of the fact the goug+ — 
ing. biting, and back-heeling school of pol“ 
ticlans is out of date. His suave and polite . 
partner in the saloon and gambling business, 
“ Jawnny ” Powers, holds his job as Alder- 
man from the Nineteenth Ward year after 
year by the simple and ingenious method of 
sending a Christmas turkey yearly to each 
of his constituents and in other ways play 
ing the part of Santa Claus to the people’ 
whom he represents in the Council. Alder- 
man Stanley Kunz has figured in a number 
of street fights, but they have been chiefly 
personal difficulties, without significance in 
a political way. 

All over town the old men who used to 
present their personal and political rive 
with black eyes and bloody noses are out 
of the running. Their work is too coarse ” 
for the present astute generation of pro- 
fessional politicians. What is wanted now 
in a political boss is ability to harmonize 
rather than to fight.

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WHY NOT EAT INSECTS? 


The eggs of a

O the average American mind the 
idea of eating insects is repulsive, 
yet in almost every age, and in 
almost every part of the world, 
insects have formed part of the 
food of man, and every one who 


| 


greatest delicacy that could be offered by a 
host to his guest was a dish of Cossus grubs, 
which were carefully fattened up with flour 
before they were killed for the table. 
the Cossus was is not exactly known. Some 
have identified it with the huge brown cater- 
pillar of the goat moth, which bears that title 
now. It seems more likely that the dainty in 
question was the grub of the prionus beetle, 
which is found almost all over Europe, and 
grows to a great size. 
Another grub which is held in high esteem 
is the famous gru-gru of the West Indies, 
which does so much damage to trees before it 
becomes a perfect beetle, This creature is 
‘only too common, burrowing into the stems 
of the trees, and ultimately causing their 
death; and the way to eat it is to hold it by 
its hard, horny head, and take bites from it 
just as if eating a stick of celery. Some peo- 


water Termites, or so-called “white 
boatman are made ants,” are freely eaten in the

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ple, however, prefer it cooked, and either fry 
it over a clear fire, with a little citron by way 
of flavoring, or else make it into a sort of 
stew, and serve with wine sauce. 

Then thereis the Bugong butterfly, to feast 
upon which the natives of New South Wales 
will travel for hundreds of miles. Regularly 
every year this butterfly congregates in vast 
swarms on the rocky slopes of the Bugong 
Mountains, and the natives light huge fires 
beneath them in order to suffocate them with 
the smoke. When a sufficient number have 
been collected the fire is removed. and the 
ashes are cleared away, after which the 
insects are laid upon the heated ground, and 
raked backwards and forwards until the legs, 
wings, and feelers have been singed off. The 
bodies are then placed in a wooden vessel and 
pounded into pulp, which is afterwards made 
up into cakes. 

» 

Locusts have long served as food for man, 
and the appearance of a swarm is hailed 
with joy by savage tribes, who have no crops 
to lose and are delighted at the prospect of 
obtaining so large a quantity of excellent 
food for the mere trouble of picking it up. 
These primitive people usually eat locusts as 
civilized men eat shrimps, only without any

cooking. The eggs are made to soup. 
The Moors, too, are exceedingly fond of 


_ locusts, and their grubs, too, although they 
prefer them boiled, and think nothing of 


eating 200 or 300 at a sitting. The Arabs do 
the same, flavoring them with a little wild. 
honey, just as did John the Baptist in days 
of old. Another way of preparing these in- 
sects for the table is to grind their dried 
bodies ‘into flour, and make it up into cakes, 
which taste best when eaten with butter. 
Europeans, when they eat them at all, usu- 
ally prefer them in the form of curry. 


Termites or white ants are said to be ex- 
cellent, and they can be obtained by mil- 
lions in any country. They are pounded 
into a thick paste that tastes like sweet 
almondg, according to Anderson, the African 
traveler, who after presenting a great chief 
with a slice of bread, spread liberally with 
apricot jam, was rather disgusted to find 
that the dusky potentate considered it dis- 
tinctly inferior to his favorite termites. 

The queen termite—which is sometimes 
nearly eight inches long—is supposed to be 
far more nutritious than the soldier or the 
worker. But as there is only one queen in 
a nest and as she cannot be got at without

Real ants (termites have no just claim to 
this title) have also formed part of the hu- 
man dietary in many parts of the world. 
Captain Moresty informs us, for instance, 
that when the Maria was wrecked on the 
coast of Queensland, the famished survivors 
of the crew fell in with a party of natives 
who treated them with much hospitality and 
fed them chiefly on ants’ eggs, which they 
first bruised in water ahd then strained 
through a porous basket into the hollow of 
a rock. Probably these so-called “eggs” 
were in reality ant cocoons. a 

: 


Then a capital vinegar can be made from 
ants, owing to the quantity of formie acid 
which these insects carry about with them, 
and this vinegan is used in Sweden for 
flavoring the cheaper kinds of brandy. In 
Mexico, too, mead is made from the bodies 
of honeypot ants. These are queer insects, 
which, having no combs wherein to store 
their honey, like those of the bees, get over 
the difficulty by first wounding a number 
of their own fellow-workers in such a man- 
ner as to stop the whole process of digestion,

and then forcing them to swallow honey 
until their bodies are distended almost to 
the point of bursting. These ants, ready 
filled, so to speak, can be bought by the gal- 
lon in Mexican markets, and all that the 
buyer has to do to convart them into mead 
is to pound them in a mortar, strain thé re- 
sult through fine muslin, and allow the liquid 
to stand until fermentation has taken place. 

The ingenious Mexican mind has also dis- 
covered that by boiling down a quantity of 
tiger beetles in water, and evaporating off 
the resulting liquid, a satisfactory intoxi- 
cating drink can be obtained. No doubt our 
common English tiger beetle, if treated in 
like manner, would yield a similar beverage. 

A species of “ bread,” too, is made in 
Mexico by compressing the eggs of one of 
those curious aquatic insects known as 
water boaimen, first cousin to the familiar 
insect which may be seen resting upside 
down on the surface of every English pond. 

Many other insects have at different times 
been used as food. The ancient Greeks were 
fond of cicadas, those musical creatures 
whose note is so shrill and penetrating that 
they are said to monopolize the whole ca- 
pacity for sound of an area extending some 
fifty yards in every direction.

„At Boston N. G. Monnett, for Bdward 
Morris, and Dwight Dudley, for Swift & Co., 
made careful arrangements for the loading 
of cattle and dreased beef. The cattle arrive 
at Brighton from Chicago with tags in their 
eare, indicating that they have been exam-. 
ined for export. They have to be examined 
by the government before shipment, how- 
ever, and as cattle sometimes get out of con- 
dition en route exporters usually make some 
allowance and send a few extra, which must 
go on another boat if they all pass. In the 
Brighton yards the cattle are worked.“ as 
they call it, having ropes tied about their 
necks for making them fast on shipboard 
and having marks clipped in their hair, ac- 
corditig to the lot to which they belonged 
when they were bought in the West. So 
while a carload of cattle from Kansas that 
cost one price and one from Iowa that cost 
another go to Burope in the same boat, the 
owner can easily keep track of their identity 
until final returns of the whole transaction 
are made. 
Upon landing at Liverpool or London the 
cattle are curried and cleaned at so much 
per head, put upon the market, and prompt- 
ly sold. Exporters, instead of feeling that 
the five-day compulsory slaughter order isa 
hardship, think it a good thing, as it lessens 
the liability of having any disease commu- 
nicated to our cattle. 
“One of the secrets of good order, good 
health, and discipline aboard ship is to keep 
everybody at work. The cleansing process is 


therefore constantly going on. Decks are 


swept and washed daily, and the whole ship 
is painted every voyage. This seems sur- 
prising. One would think two or three times 
a year would be enough, but wind and salt 
water and sun and the dirt of a ship aro 
hard upon paint. Upon the return voyage 
the ship uses about a ton of raw painting 
material every time. Every few voyages 
the paint gets too thick on the masts and 
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on the inside. Numerous spooks have a 
habit of vanishing as soon as spoken to. One 
which haunts a lonely roadway fades away 
in broad daylight and in the presence of 
several witnesses closing in upon it from 
in front and behind. A number of ghosts. 
make their retreat through the floor. One 
phantom walked up to a man’s deor and 
disappeared through it. Yet the door was 
shut and locked. The man and his wife, 
thinking the thing was a visitor, were, 
following close in the rear. Other.spec- 
ters disappear through solid walls, pene- 


phere. Others, pursued in the open, retreat 
to fences or hedges, and there fade from 

. The shade of an old man, customarily 
geen in an arm chair of one haunted house, 
invariably rises from his seat and vanishes 
in the air as soon as the door to the chamber 
is opened. 


Ghost Faces Compared. 

‘Ghosts differ quite as widely in facial ex- 
pression as in other characteristics. One al- 
ways has a long. clean-shaven physiognomy, 
‘cadaverous and pitiful in expression. An- 
other clean-shaven spook wears his haiz 
high on his head and has a generally dis- 
tinguished and gentle air.” One of the per- 
cipients of a woman ghost, though fright- 
ened by its first appearance, afterward an- 
ticipated pleasure in the hope of seeing the 
kindly disposed face. Its eyes were green 
and glistening, but the rest of its face was 
muffied up.“ is recorded of another “haunt.” 
A tall, black ghost frequently seen upon 
rural roads paralyzed some children with 
fright when they looked up and beheld the 
“awful expression of its countenance. 
Women who saw its face at other times de- 
scribe it as thin and deadly pale. The face 
of a young man’s spook haunting a modern 
city house is pale and luminous. His eyes 
are downcast as though in deep thought. 


of Them Are Sad. + 

The ority of ghosts appear to look sad 
and deathly pale. A conspicuous number 
among the masculine persuasion are clean- 
shaven; yet many are adorned with the 
shades of mustaches and beards worn in 
real life. To those who were rear to them 
in life they usually appear in their normal 
form. Sometimes to those who have not 
seen them for long intervals they exhibit 
changes experienced before death, but not 
previously observed. A little girl of 3 years, 
for instance, went to the dining-room to get 
some cakes. Suddenly the household was 
startied by her screams. She insisted that 
she had seen poor papa sitting in his 
armchair, and that he had put out his arms 
“for baby to ties him.” But baby 
wouldn't,” said she, cause he looked so

Any upholéer of castes and classes sure- 
ly ought to be satisfied with a situation 
on board a great steamship. ven upon a 
bull boat, bounding o’er thé briny billows,’ 
thére are no less than eleven distinct castes 
or classes, and as many different ‘ messes ’ 
at feeding time. There is the officérs’ or 
Captain's mess, served in the main saloon; 
there is the engineers’ mess, including seven 
men, two of whom run the refrigerating en- 
gines, then the donkey engine men and the 
storekeeper have their meals served in their 
little room. The bo's‘h’s mess includes five 
men; the petty officers four, the sallors’ mess 
takes in ten. The three greasers eat to- 
gether; the sixteen firemen and trimmers— 
the trimmers are the men who wheel the 
coal from the bunkers to the furnacés, and 
keep the ship evenly balanced by taking coal 
from one side or the other as seems to be 
necessary; the boss cattlemen dine together, 
the cattle ‘ stiffs,’ fifteen in number, on this 
boat, have a separate mess, and then the 
four stewards dine in their respective de- 
partments. There is néver any thought of 
one class mixing at meals with another, and 
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upon the big passenger liners theré are ne 
less than twenty-two to twenty-four sepa. 
rate and distinct messes. 
There is always a certain feeling . 
the engine crew and the deck crew. 
deck officers below the Captain often gb fom 
entire voyages without speaking to thea 
gineers and firemen. The Captain is the aniy 
one who has supreme command of the ship, 
and the engineers naturally resent 
that seems like interference from aay ong 
else. The chief officer couldn’t run even 
donkey engine, and the chief engineer 1 
feel foolish on the bridge. Bo they agree 
to let each other severely alone. Even thé. 
— and firemen do not mix, one slags 
ving alone at one end of the ona

Few, if any, of the phantoms now being 
ferreted out by the professional hunters of 
such uncanny game, appear to squeak and 
gibber like those of ancient Rome. A great 
majority of those actually seen are silent, so 
far as conversation is concerned. Many are 
unscrupulous as to the noise which they 
make in moving about. Some make their 
presence known by a rustling seund. The 
footfalls of others are loud and so heavy 
as to make houses tremble. An outdoors 
ghost announces his presence to persons 
wandering about in the country by produc- 
ing an uncangpy thud or thump on the ground 
beside them. A majority of the spooks with 
audible voices appear to have invisible 
forms. 


Travel About in Glides. 

A conspicuous number of phantoms stmply 
glide, in locomotion. Some move thus over 
the ground or floor, others through space. 
Some have a peculiar tread unlike that of 
human beings. One walks on a bare, pol- 
ished floor without making a sound. An- 
other sounds like a huge bird while it files 
through a haunted room. The ghost of a 
Gordon Highlander at the hour of his death 
glided through the room of his friend, about 
a foot from the floor, and floated out the 
window. 

Fashion in dress appears te cut no figure 
in spookland. The majority of late arrivals 
adhere to styles prevalent at their time of 
death. A grandmother’s ghost appears in 
her customary gown of black silk and holds 
up its skirts while going up and down stairs. 
A phantom priest haunting the English es- 
tate of Lady Stafford appears in ecclesiasti¢- 
al robes and a red sash. A ghort which 
peers and occasionally enters through a win- 
dow opening. upon a churchyard wears a 
rumed shirt front and knee breeches. An- 
other dons tattered clothing from head to 
foot and “looks like a scarecrow.” 
haunts the roem oceupied by a suicide who 
jumped from his window and tore his clothes 
to shreds while meeting death. 

The phantom visitor ofa druggist and his 
brother, rooming together, habitually pa- 
rades in its night shirt. One seen by a lady 
dwelling in another place wore a long gray 
dressing gown with a long pointed collar 
which exposed a “ finely formed throat.“ A 
stiff brocade skirt, rustling when she moves, 
ig always worn by a well known ghost haunt- 
ing an ancient gafret. A shade in knee 
breeches and an otherwise old-fashioned 
costume was discovered in Charles Lamb's 
old cottage, Edmonton, by Mrs. Thompson, 
its present occupant. Later, while study- 


ing a portrait of the great writer, she iden- 
tined the shade as his. A vanishing ghost 
‘ haunting lonely lanes in daytime wears a 


long coat, gaiters, and knee breeches, all 
black, but a wide white cravat, such as seen 
in old-fashioned pictures. An old lady

cap, white handkerchief, and white apron. 
A ghost in a drab cutaway coat frequented 
this same house. Some years afterward it 
was learned that a former owner was an 
ancient Quaker who wore such apparel. Sev- 
eral officers of British cavalry, seated at a 
table in the barracks at Aldershot, saw the 
ghost of a young woman in a soiled bridal 
dress glide slowly past the window in front 
of them. The window was twenty feet from 
the ground. The spook’s face was later Iden- 
tified by the photograph of an unknown 


woman, found tn the room of a veterinary . 


surgeon dying, at the moment of the haunt- 
ing, in another part of the building. One 
feminine ghost dresses like à nun, but in 
gray. Another is seen in a plaid shawl and 


eray-black bonnet. 


| Lack of Dignity. 

The conduct of the average ghost would 
appear from these records to be aught but 
saintly or dignified. One haunting a hotel 
in Tyrol pesters guests by tugging at their 
bedclothes and thrusting its hands beneath 
their bodies. A university student, haunted 
by an annoying specter, says that it holds 
out its hands as if begging for something. 
Later it was seen and heard to have a fight 


with another of its kind. Dublin hosts 


were discovered to visit a billiard-room be- 
longing to a private house and to enjoy a 
would suddenly appear 

Though heard through the only r 
apartment, the game suddenly ended and 
darkness returned invariably when this 
door was opened. The same billiard balls 
were frequently heard rolling and clicking 
in daylight when this room, on the upper 
floor of the building, was fastened up. A 
ghost with the power to multiply and ap- 
pear in the same place and at the same 
time as three complete counterparts of its 
form, as remembered in life, is indeed 
wonder. 

Teta Liverpool man lately beheld three 
such distinct spooks of his lame uncle, hob- 
bling one behind another. He mentioned the 
experience to a brother and sister decom- 
panying him. When they arrived home they 
learned that the same uncle had died at 
the time of the phantom's appearance. An- 
other specter, haunti#g an American lady 
and her daughter, annoys them by rattling 
their toilet articles and pulling at their

GLASGOW MUNICIPAL TELEPHONES. 
After several years of effort directed to- 
ward that end, although there is a private 
company operating in the city, the Glasgow 
Town Council finally. obtained authority 


ment to install a municipal telephone sys- 
tem. Following the issue a few weeks ago 
of a prospectus of the proposed undertaking, 
2.200 subscribers have already been en- 
rolled, and the outlook for the enterprise ap- 
pears to be promising. 184 05 
The service is to be first class, with me- 
tallic eireuit equipment, the unlimited rate 
is fixed at $26 and the limited at $17.50 plus 
two cents for each call originated by the 
subscriber; the long distance lines, which 
belong to the general government, will be 
available at the customary charges, and the 
system will be open in October. The un- 
limited rate of the private company is $50 
for the first year and $42.50 afterwards. 
With the exception of Tunbridge Wells, 
Glasgow will be the first municipality in 
Great Britain to own a telephone system. 
Furthermore, when this is in operation that 


city will, with the exception of the tele- 
graph which is u monopoly of the general 
gov ent; ‘own and operate all those 


services which are generally regarded as 
essentially public-~namely: Its water, gas, 
electric light, hydraulic power, street car 
and telephone systems, all these except the 
last being a municipal monopoly. 

The Island of Guernsey has had a mu- 
ning telephone system for two years, and 
in praportion to population it has a larger 
number of subscribers than any other ex- 
change in the United Kingdom. 

Along with several other British munici- 
palities, Brighton has recently decided to ap- 
ply for powers to operate a telephone system. 
and it is particularly worthy of note that it 
proposes, in carrying out the scheme, to re-

THE LATEST “IMPERIAL EDICT.” | 

Another “ imperial edict,” or, more prop- 
erly, another bulletin has been telegraphed 
from Pekin to Shanghai and Nankin. It 
is in substance that the foreign Ministers 
with the exception of the German Minister 
were alive on the 18th, the day on which 
the dispatch signed “ Conger” is assumed 
tohave been written, that strenuous efforts 
were being made for their protection, and 
that, as regards the German Minister, rig- 
orous measures are being taken to Investi- 
gate and punish the guilty parties.” It is 
said also that the insurgents are fighting 
and killing each other, 

The tone of his bulletin differs materially 
from that of the dispatch to which Minister 
Conger’s name is attached, though both are 
assumed to have been written about the 
same time. Accofding to the latter he and 
the other Ministers were under continuous 
shot and shell from Chinese troops, and a 
genéral massacre could be prevented by 
quick relief alone. The bulletin says calm- 
ly that strenuous efforts are being made to 
protect the Ministers—no other foreigners 
are mentioned. If the Chinese officials 
were defending them against a rain of shot 
and sheli they would not have much leisure 
to take rigorous measures to punish the 
murderers of the German Minister. If the 
insurgents are fighting and killing each 
other they cannot be concentrating their 
efforts on the capture of the British Lega- 
tion. 

It the foreign Ministers were still un- 
harmed on the 18th it is odd that the dis- 
patch to the French government from the 
Chinese government asking it to play the 
part of mediator should have been unaccom- 
panied by a word of advice or suggestion 
from the French Minister, if alive. Such 
a request, as the Chinese officials well 


know, should be made through him. It is 


odd, too, that when other foreign Ministers 
who were penned up in the British Legation 
with Minister Conger learned that he was 
sending a dispatch to his government in 
reply to one from it that they did not use 
the opportunity to send dispatches also. 
But it it be assumed that this last im- 
perial edict” tells the truth, and that its 
puzzling features are due to the fact that 
Chinese officials are a peculiar people, then 
there is all the more reason why the allied 
troops at Tien Tsin should push forward to 
Pekin. If it be true that the insurgents are 
fighting and killing each other the task of 
those troops will be all the easier. If the 
imperial government really is making 
efforts to protect the foreign Ministers the 
assistance of the allied troops will be wel- 
comed by it.

porch, or steamer chair, a few cushions 
or pillows, a glass of some cool and pleas- 
ant beverage, and the joy of outdoor liv- 
ing, what more can the ordinary summer 
resortoffer one? Add a Japanese lantern or 
two and quite a holiday air is bestowed 
upon the plainest and most restricted of 
back yards. 
Nor is any back yard in Chicago so poor 
as to be absolutely hopeless. The labor of 
regenerating a neglected back yard be- 
jongs to that kind of labor which is its 
own exceeding great reward,” and there 
should be comfort in the knowledge that 
even should the individual performing it 
leave the fruits of his efforts behind him 
next spring these fruits will be enjoyed by 
fellow-beings. And the number of jaded, 
nervous, summer-tired people in Chicago 
would certainly be greatly lessened could 
more of thém be induced to move out into 
the back yard, and remain there, whenever 
possible, until driven indoors by frost. 


EDUCATION WITHOUT BOOKS. 

It is a curious fact that in Professor 
Zueblin's Thursday lecture at the Uni- 
versity on Public Schools there was scarce- 
ly once shown in his long series of peculiar- 
ly interesting slides the formal classroom 
with the children in serried columns bend- 
ing over their lessons or standing in 
rows to “recite.” These slides, depicting 
scenes from various cities, were supposed 
to typify current progress in American 
public schools, but books, and discipline, 
and ordered ranks, sitting or standing, 
within bare walls, were quite passed over. 

Instead there were pictures of children 
visiting the 300, gathering the fame of 
Columbus from the panels of the bronze 
doors of the national Capitol, looking at their 
city im its entirety from some eminence, 
fumbling with a beehive installed in the 
school grounds, feeding a butterfly with 
sirup, and digging earth worms. The 
new type of classroom was, however, in 
evidence, with its machinery and appliances 
for manual training, drawing, clay model- 
ing, designing, @ooking, sewing, kitchen 
gardening, as was also the experiment in 
self-government as applied to student life, 
which is being worked out at the Hyde Park 
High School through a model municipal 
organization. Other slides also showed 
beautifully decorated hallways and class- 
| rooms—espécially the kindergarten room 
—in a building which the St. Louis School 
board has carried to completion in its es- 
thetic as well as its more fundamental ap- 
pointments. 

The book and the desk, though far from 
being discarded, do not sum up as they 
once did the basis of public school educa- 
tion. The vacation school, with its aban- 
donment of text books and ordinary class- 
room stints and its resort to manual crafts, 
singing, excursions, and nature study, un- 
doubtedly betrays a significant tendency 
im educational procedure. Professor John 
Dewey has commented, with the approval 
of many thoughtful persons, upon the re- 
mark of a school furniture dealer respect- 
ing school desks, that they were not “ for 
the children to work at but only “ for 
listening ; and as further illustrating the 
unnatural passivity and the repressing uni- 
formity incident to the stereotyped grade 
room, he tes with a shudder the boast 
of a French educator that at a given hour 
in the morning so many thousands of chil- 
| dren in France were studying precisely the 
same geography lesson. 

That books and “ book learning” have 
been given an exaggerated value and suf- 
ficiency’ in accepted notions of child de- 
velopment is more and more recognized, 
especially in view of the isolation from 
the fandamental social processes which the 
child suffers in his every day home experi- 
ence in the modern city. The loosening up 
of tradition, therefore, in respect to the 
proper subject matter of the schoolroom 
and the excursions of the active, eager 
child from the listening desk to fields 
ot concrete life, mark a vital and a wel- 
come movement in education. 


OBSERVATIONS ON THE PLACKET. 

The remark of the elder Weller that 
“Women is rum creatures” finds many 
cynical supporters in the world who claim 
that common, every-day experience with 
the sex fully confirms the opinion of that 
sapient and observing man. Without mul- 
tiplying instances ample proof of Mr. Wel- 
let’s statement seems to be found in the 
present attitude of the fair sex towards the 
placket, that ingenious arrangement at the 
top of the skirt to facilitate the egress of 
head and shoulders when lovely woman 
puts it on. 

For more than three centuries the placket 
has been a greater burden than the grass- 
hopper to the ladies by reason of its innate 
tendency to gaps. Although supposed to 
be effectually concealed in the multitudin- 
ous folds and “gathers” at the waist, 
nevertheless, with that total depravity com- 
mon to inanimate things, the placket was 
sure to be revealed and yawn at the most 
inopportune time, covering the owner there- 
of with confusion.

Therefore, the ingenuity of every woman, 
not inclined to dowdiness, has been exerted 
to circumvent this tendency on the part of 
the placket and to conceal! it from eyes pro- 
fane, but, strange to say, it was over 300 
years before she hit upon the simple but 
effectual expedient of sewing it up. This 
triumph of invention has been reserved for 
the close of the nineteenth century and will 
ever remain a shining milestone to mark the 
progress of woman in the arts and sciences. 
Already a prominent fashion magazine con- 
gratulates its readers upon this brilliant 
coup, and gleefully announces: The 
placket has gone for good,” and, indeed, to 
a man on the sidewalk it does seem at first 
blush to have lost its usefulness.

8 TRAINING FOR OPERA. 

A dispatch from New York says that 
Mies Lalu Glaser, a singer in alleged opera, 
has been assigned to produce the title role 
in The Cadet Girl” in three days. When 
she expressed a doubt as to the possibility 
of learning so arduous a role in such short 
time the astute manager suggested that she 
employ a trainer. 

Miss Glaser seized upon the idea with 
alacrity. First she retained, a Delsarte 
teacher for the frills and poses. Then an 
athletic trainer was sent for. He pre- 
scribed the daily menus enjoyed by Corbett 
and MeGovern and the rowing and football 
teams, with total abstinence from tobacco 
and stimulating drinks. At regular intervals 
she punched the bags and sprinted or took 
few turns upon the horizontal bar and 
trapeze. Then a physician was employed 
to watch her larynx for the jeast sign of a 
strain after rehearsals and to treat her 
“after the same methods as were used in 
the case of Governor Roosevelt after his 
return from Oklahoma.” This would in A- 
cate that Miss Lulu Glaser’s study is a 
sort of rough riding for opera. 

From the success which has attended 
Miss Glaser's coaching it may be antici- 
pated that she will be in fine form for the 
performance of “ The Cadet Girl,” and that 
whatever antics she may be called upon to 
exhibit her muscle will have been sufficient- 
ly hardened to endure all demands made 
upon it. It is not likely that athletic train- 
ing will come into general use in the study 
‘of grand opera, however. The so-called 
operas in which Miss Glaser takes part 
and which are now the rage are more mus- 
cular than lyric. They call for physical 
strength, agility, and acrobatic skill in 
marching, dancing, high kicking, and gyrat- 
ing about the stage rather than for mellific- 
ous vocal methods. It ought not to be a 
difficult task for any young woman with a 
sufficiently developed muscle to learn her 
role in three days, even in the present 
heated term. 

The coaching plan, however, has some 
advantages which Mr. Maurice Grau would 
do well to consider.. Of course it would be 
of no account in expediting the study of 
new operas, as he does not propose to give 
new operas, but he might employ it to pre- 
vent the frequent indispositions of his sing- 
ing birds which are so annoying to the 
public. It might be greatly to his advan- 
tage to have a portable gymnasium in his 
operatic outfit and add a coacher and one or 
two athletic trainers to his staff, and in 
future niake it conditional in his contracts 
that prior to the opening of the season his 
artists shall be put upon rigid diet, quit 
drinking, smoking, and late suppers, and 
that while the season is in progress they 
shall take daily exercise in the gymnasium. 
Perhaps if De Reszke and the other rapidly 
deteriorating tenors of the troupe were com- 
pelled to sprint a few miles each day, and 
Hames, and Nordica, and Calvé, who be- 
come indisposed every time the weather 
man changes the temperature a bit, were 
obliged to punch the bags or jump from.a 
springboard every day they would soon be 
in much condition that the customary ex- 
cuses would not have to be made for them. 
The Glaser scheme is worth consideration 
by Mr. Maurice Grau. 


TOO LITTLE TALKING. 

Among the arts which the world is wont 
to place in the lost column is the art of 
conversation, for at regular intervals some 
one arises to assure people that they do | 
not know how to use their tongues. Per- 
haps the injynction to children, to be seen 
and not heard, may have had something 
to do with this decadence, for certainly 
it does seem as if the tongue had not 
kept pace with the pen. The author of 
a pertinent editorial article in the August 
Scribner’s questions whether the art of 
talking is not dying out because of special- 
ism, the absorption of each individual in 
his own career. “ The result of devotion 
to a speciality,” he says, “is to reduce 
original subjects of interest—that is, the 
subjects which one has in common with 
other people, ‘topies of conversation,’ as 
they are called. We speak of our mod- 
ern world as wonderfully broadetied in In- 
‘terests and sympathies by the telegraph 
and the newspaper. Yet for even a high 
type of individual it may be a constantly 
narrowing world.” | 

One is sometimes inclined to the convie- 
tion that conversation as well as composi- 
tion ought to be taught in schools. It 
might lead to the stiltedness and the arti- 
ficiality that the author of this article 
finds in the fine talk of the past, but it 
would insure a glibness that is as good 
as gold at times. Tonguetiedness is worse 
than stiltedness and incoherencies more 
pathetic than artificiality. It is this lack 
of the right word which is responsible for 
the imperfect sympathies that exist be- 
tween people, and conversation might per- 
haps help to bridge over those “ estrang- 
ing seas” which, as the poets have it, sep- 
arate individuals. 


THE RADCLIFFE ROMANCES. 
Mr. Andrew Lang, who always gossips 
breezily and charmingly about literary mat- 


4 ters, in a paper upon the great romantic 


novelist, Mrs. Radcliffe, asks the question: 
Does any one now read her novels? and 
promptly answers it in the affirmative. 

Mr. Lang is moved to this decision be- 
cause of a particular volume of hers, “ The 
Mysteries of Udolpho,” which he has been 
rereading. It belongs to the largest public 
library in England, and he says it is quite 
the dirtiest, greasiest, most dogeared, and 
most bescribbled tome in the collection.” 
Mr. Lang is an omnivorous reader and an 
industrious library ransacker. He is per- 
sonally acquainted with this particular li- 
brary, and he testifies that many of the books 
have remained during the last hundred years 
uncut even to this day and that he has had 
to apply his paper knife to many an author 
from Alciphron to Max Müller, but Mrs. 
Radcliffe has been read diligently and copi- 
ously annotated.” 

In further proof of his statement Mr. 
Lang traces the history of many new and 
popular editions of Mrs. Radcliffe’s ro- 
mances during the last twenty years. In 
the same connection he dignifjes his favorite 
romancer by showing to what extent other 
writers have been dependent upon her. Few 
would imagine that the plain, practical, do- 
mestic Jane Austen had any reason to go to 
Mrs. Radcliffe for inspiration, and yet 
“ Northanger Abbey,” one of the last of her 
works, borrowed its germ from “The 
“ Sicilian Romance,” one of the earliest of 
Mrs. Radcliffe’s. The same romance con- 
tains the germ of “ Jane Eyre,” and all of 
Byron’s dark-browed adventurers are but

says: “ Sir Walter did not mean to mock, he 
merely compared two ‘Kindred spirits. 
‘The noble poet’ ‘kept on the business still,’ 
and broke into octosyllabics, borrowed from 
Scott, his description of miscreants bo 
rowed from Mrs. Radcliffe.” | | 
There is little doubt Mr. Lang Is correct 
in his assertion of Mrs. Radcliffe’s popu- 
larity. She still remains unequaled in the

/ realms of dark and mysterious romance. 
In these days of the higher literature, of the 


oppressive advancement of useful knowl- 
edge, and of the exacting demands of in- 
tellectual fashion, men and women may not 
like to acknowledge that they read Ann 
Radcliffe, but the telltale condition of her 
works in any library shows that when they 


wish to be thrilled they go to the “ Mys- } 


teries of Udolpho,” just as when maidens 
and sentimental young men wish to weep 
they fly to The Children of the Abbey 
and dissolve themselves in tears. 


In a discussion of city gov- 
ernment in Canada printed Munietpal 
in the Political Science Government 
Quarterly the writer makes in Canada. 
the point that, while some 
Americans declare that the English model 
government of municipalities is not possibile 
in the United States, where there is univer- 
sal suffrage, yet. in fact, the Canadian mu- 
nicipal government is excellent. although the 
Dominion is nearly a universal suffrage 
country. Canada has no great cities, only 
two of more than 100,000. people, and none 
of more than 300,000. Their charters are 
given them by the provincial Parliaments, 


‘and they are based upon the special condi- 


tions in each locality, each charter being 
based on those needs. In the various cities 
suffrage qualifications vary from a year’s 
residence and payment. of taxes in Prince 
Edward Island up to the possession of an 
income of $400 a year, which is required in 
Quebec. The theory everywhere is that of 
a joint stock company, in which only those 
paying taxes have a voice in the manage- 
ment. Municipal affairs are separated en- 
tirely from national politics. The elections 
are never held at the same time, and the 
voters are different, while some cities have 
plural and female suffrage. Local issues 
are almost always in the forefront. In the 
main the British system of government is 
followed, although the Mayor is elected by 
popular vote except in Quebec, where he is 
chosen by the Council. The appointments 
generally are made by the Mayor and Coun- 
cil, and the incumbents of offices have a 
tenure which practically is based on good 
behavior, ahd few changes are made, al- 
though the Mayors and Councils are elected 
annually in most cases. Public works are 
rarely undertaken except the water supply, 
which is pretty generally recognized a prop- 
erly a municipal function. Franchises are 
usually granted for a specified term of years, 
with reasonable compensation to the city 
and a stipulation as to the prices to be 
charged for the#ervices. The chief feature 
—and that accounts for all of the excellence, 
as systems and laws do not bring about re- 


form—is that there is a healthy public spirit 


and a tendency to an almost absolute di- 
voree of local from national politics. 


GERMANY’S TREAT«ENT OF TRAMPS, 
Why do we never see a tramp in Germany? 
There are poor people enough and many 

must be out of a jobd now and then. Yet 

Germany is a nation without tramps. Is 

America a poorer country, that we count our 

tramps by the tens of thousands? 

I once visited a so-called “ tramp colony 
near Bielefeld, Westphalia, guided by an 
expert in such matters, Dr. Hinzpeter, who 
was for many years tutor to the Emperor. 
Here I was told the secret of tramp ex- 
termination. Germany allows no man to 
prowl about the country without giving an 
account of himself. If he ts looking for 
work he must make it clear that he has 
means of support during his search. If he 
has no means of support the government 


‘offers him these means, but om the important 


condition that he works inreturn. The gov- 
ernment thus: relieves the tramp, but sees 
to it that the particular individual does a job 
by way of equivalent. 

Now, it that tramp is an honest man he 
will be grateful for the opportunity of tiding 
over his hard times and earning something 
into the bargain. On the other hand, if the 
tramp is merely a loafer, intent upon living 
at the expense of his fellows, the government 
gives him such a taste of work that in the 
future tramping will have vastly less 
for him.—The Independent. 


American Drummer in Honolulu.

In addition, Boston furnishes floating bathhouses, consisting of a covered 
wooden barge which may be anchored anywhere in the river or bay, and 
also bathhouses for men and women on the beach, Bathing suits are fur- 
nished free to the public, a swimming master is present, and life is protected. 
These outdoor baths, which are patronized especially by the poorer classes 
in South Boston, are an inspiring sight on a hot summer day. 

In London natatoriums have been established in connection with the 
public schools, and prizes are given for excellence in swimming. The points 
are such as swimming on the back and side, diving, and bringing another 
person out of the water. It is said that 80 per cent of the people of civilized 
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lege courses are good. y fill entirely the requirements for which they 

are intended, but there is many a splendid artisan and many a splendid 

mechanic lost for lack of the peculiar teaching best adapted to develop his 
inherent faculties. 

It does not necessarily follow that a manual education commits the 
student to the artisan's trade. It is a splendid adjunct to any education, 
and even if never pursued further places its possessor in a better position 
than one not so equipped. Today the value of the kindergarten is un- 
questioned. It is the basic form of manual! training and of almost incal- 
culable benefit in its results. It was only a few years ago that a child was

The only hard question presenting itself is the limitation to be put upon 
a manual training course, The possibilities cover such a wide range that 
it is difficult to say where to mark the boundary line. 

It only needs the manual branch of education now to perfect the sye-

jig: to make the individual a complete all round utility to himself and the 
community. He learns how to use his hands intelligently and to deal in 
realities; to do things instead of simply theorizing upon them. 

Knowledge is of several kinds. One may know a subject perfectly 


and yet not know it in a way to be able to impart or teach it to others. 


Likewise one may possess a vast amount of knowledge on 4 particular 
subject and not be able to apply it to the creation of anything. 

Manual training in its generally accepted form will complete the con- 
nection between theory and practice along certain lines that are now 
broken at intervals. 

In permitting a youth to choose his career in life it provides a view of 
the field more clearly than a college course does. t more nearly represents 
the occupation as jt really is than does the classical course. 

A college graduate in law, medicine, or architecture has a hard term 
of something akin to manual training in the interval between his college 
days and his established practice, but under a properly devised manual 
course the otadent leaves the sschool almort, if not entirely, equipped to 


sell their prowess to those in quest of protection. In ante-rallway days if 
a man of any consequence went traveling he hired a couple of Boxers to

try in Chinese eyes as if it were Prussian or Anglo-Saxon. : 

These are the facts; they show conclusively 
that the present troubles were caused by un- 
happy social conditions over which the government 
had no control and which absolutely lacked political 
motive. That the original bread riot or econmic 
movement developed into a political movement—that 
is no reason why its origin should be obscured and its 
motive doubted. 

The real why and wherefore of the uprising is 
moreover made plain by the fact that the rioters are 
not content with attacking foreigners. Their lust for 
vengeance strikes their own countrymen as well. And 
here another aspect of the labor situation comes into 
view: The foreigners, when hiring Chinese labor, 
prefer to employ converts. .

On the other hand, 
many managers of vaudeville houses, in 
the Hast particularly, maintain that the 
Salaries paid heretofore have been far in 
excess of what the specialists and their at- 


present reduction is the natural reaction 
from the high prices which have prevailed in 
the past. 

Charles Stuart says, in a little volume de- 
voted to the history of the music hall—"* The 
Variety Stage —that the first variety per- 
formers received for their services the sum 
of $4 a week and a stipulated number of 
free drinks. In rather lively contrast with 
this is the sum—$16,000—which Oscar Ham- 
merstein paid to Yvette Guilbert for a single 
month’s engagement. Anna Held was paid 
$4,000 a month when she first eppeared in 
New York, and Vesta Tilley at one time re- 
ceived $1,500 a week. Both Fregoli and Cleo 
de Merode drew $2,000 a week, while Albert 
Chevalier and Dan Leno received $1,500 for 
the same time.

As soon as they 
become clean—that is, apparently clean— 
the wearer is satisfied. So the process goes 
on. But while wiping the glasses cleanses 
them and is necessary, a bath is also re- 
quired. Every time the glasses are wiped a 
fine film of dirt is left on them and this 
gradually accumulates and no wiping will 
clean it off. In time this coating gets quite 
thick enough to blur the vision, even though, 
at a glance, the glasses may appear clean. - 
When this occurs the sight is diminished and 
they come to me, or some other optician. 
What they ought to have done was to give 
the glasses a bath in warm water, well scrub- 
bing them with a small tooth brush and 
soap, and afterwards wipe them. This

Booth Tarkington dis- 
covered a gentleman of fine character down 


there, and Colonel McClure was so impressed 


with the discovery that he sat up all night 
to read about it. All the Eastern railroads 
rum across Indiana, but all one sees from 
the car windows during daylight is white 
sand and brush. And so the idea of the peo- 
ple who live down there having a real sum- 
mer resort and one that is cool when Chi- 
cago is sweltering, is monstrous. But just 
the same they have one. 


How It Was Discovered. 

Major Elliott Durand discovered it. For 
fifteen years he has been disappearing from 
Chicago regularly every summer, and has 
kept his habitat on the unknown list. But 
he has been found out at last. He takes the 
evening train for Washington and drops off 
at Wawasee, 120 miles southeast. A steam 
launch meets him ata pier near the station 
and takes him a mile across the water to his 
own pier, and at the top of a flight of steps— 
fifteen feet up the bank—his family welcomes 
him to seclusion. A big s in 


American flags both flying from it. And 
there he remains through the summer weeks 
in safe seclusion. He has, at least until this 


‘geason, when hundreds of other Chicagoans 


ve followed him southeastward and have 
lied the hotels about the lake, which have 
hitherto been the exclusive resort of the 


Wawasee is the lake in Indiana. 
and the highest body of water within easy 
reach of Chicago. It is situated almost on 
the crest of the ridge that divides the waters 
of the St. Lawrence from those of the gulf, 
and is 860 feet above Lake Michigan. It is 
ted by springs with clear water that flows 
out through a creek, descending steeply for 
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some distance, and reaching Lake Michigan 
level in the sixty miles of its course. Four 
miles away ie Syracuse Lake, which flows 
southwesterly and reaches the Gulf of Mex- 
loo. There are no high hills near Wawasee, 


‘but the banks are in most places some 


twenty feet high, and the land is rolling on 


every side. 
The lake is about eight miles long, and te 
in many respecte similar to Geneva Lake. 
It has plenty of deep water for yachting, has 
half.a dozen good hotels and more than 800 
summer cotteges around its shores, and is 


Overlooking the Lake. 

The Chicagoan looking for a place at which 
to spend his Sunday can reach Wawasee on 
a train leaving this city at 8 o’clock and ar- 
riving there before midnight. From the sta- 


‘tion @ curving board walk leads through an 


oak grove to a slender pier jutting out from 
the shore of the lake. Beside this Hes the 
little steamer Wawasee waiting to take the 
incoming passengers td their homes. At 
the hotel the Chicago man is given a big 
room with a window overlooking the lake 
and with a lattice door that he can shut 
without interrupting the movement of the 
air. A cool breeze blows back the curtains 
and passes out through the lattice, and the 


ripple of the waves on the shore directly 


below comes softly up. And the city man 
sleeps thoroughly. After breakfast in the 
morning he wanders half a mile or more 
along the shore of the lake on a path that 
clings to the edge of the bluff, and gets back 
to the hotel wharf in time to start for a 
cruise around the lake on the Wawasee. 

The steamer goes away to the northwest 
to a group of cottages near the station land- 
ing—Jones'—where it stops at the dock long 
enough for everybody to go ashore and stroll 
through the settlement. There are a hun- 
dred or so cottages at this point, of all 
styles from old log cabins renovated to the 
most fancy of modern contraptions. From 
here the steamer goes across to Lake View— 
a Sandy spit jutting out from the westerly 
shore, with a hotel at the extreme end and 
cottages along the neck. From here the 
boat goes on around the lake, touching at 
cottage and hotel landings, at Water Park 
and at Buttermilk Point, and at last comes 
back by a circuitous route to the Inn. 


makes you think of real home 
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The highest land around the lake is that 
near Water Park, where there are many cot- 
tages quaintly built along the crest, with 
boat and bathing houses on the water's edge. 


The water is and fine for bathing, and 
as the boat es this early Sunday pil- 
grimage it p many groups of the sum- 
mer people enjoying their morning plunge. 


Buttermilk Point, which ie just beyond, {s 
the unique place that marks Wawasee as 
Hoosier. It is a little pier, jutting out from 
a point in the center ofa bay. At the land 
end of the pier is a log cabin, and higher 
up is another beside a house. Down the 
hillside and through the lower cabin trickles 
a tiny stream from a spring, and in its 
waters, where they form a pool within the 
lower cabin, are stone jars and jugs of but- 
ter and milk and cream and rich real butter- 
milk. None of your city buttermilk—made 
of churned sour milk—ts here. None of your 
separator product, from which the last trace 
of yellow has been carefully strained. Noth- 
ing but the real article from the old-fash- 
ioned wooden churn, with yellow flakes 
floating in it, and with a cool sourness that 
makes it the most grateful of beverages on 
a day that is even moderately warm. Here 
every steamer stops to allow the passengers 


‘to getadrink. There is cream for those who 


refer the sweeter drink. And the good old 

er's wife ladles out the one or the other 

as tastes of visitors may dictate. She is as 

quaint and old-fashioned as this her spring- 

house, with a sunbonnet that shades a *** 
ly, motherly face. 


Only They Drink. 

* Buttermilk?’ she says, with a voice that 
cooking— 
farm cooking by a farmer's wife who knows 
how—" more buttermilk? Well, if we ain't 
got a real Dutch crowd today! I can tell it 
by the way you take the buttermilk.“ And 
then, as if the words might have offense,. 
she adds: It's the only thing any of us 
drink down here. We think it’s the best 
kind o' milk they 18.“ 

Buttermilk merely serves go whet the ap- 
petite for the dinner that waits at the hotel 
when the steamer arrives back. And after 
this meal gfid an hour’s rest on the broad 
veranda the Chicagoan may go for a sail or 
a boat ride, or, if he has had enough boat- 
ing may go down the shore a mile or so to 
a sectuded spot and go in swimming, the 
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way he used to when he was a boy. Or he 
may stay close to the hotel and in a rented 
bathing costume may shoot down the chute 
into the water and splash and frolic to his 
heart's content. 

Down by the swimming hole—the one far 
from the hotel—there is a fine, great patch 
of wild black raspberries, with no fence 
around them. And in the woods back of 
them grows maidenhair fern and other sweet 
smelling plants. And in the water are mud 
turtles, and, best of all, snapping turtles, that 
may be caught along the shore, if one is 
* ough, and taken home for soup. 

is much about this Indiana resort 
that is distinctively rural, but there are also 
the usual attractions of a summer resort. 
There are large ballrooms at the hotels and 
dances are regular features. ere is a 
yacht club, and some of the fastest one-raters 
in the middle States are seen on this lake. 
There are no high hills or long wooded points 
to hide squalls and make sailing dangerous, 
and in this respect the lake is singularly free 
from accidents. 

The groves on the shores of Wawasee are 
open and clean and offer excellent picnic 
grounds. Small boats can land anywhere, 
and the waters are so quiet as to be safe at 
all times. It is a famous place fer children, 
where they may play in or on the water as 
much as they please with no risk whatever. 

The train home from Wawasee for the 
Sunday man leaves the little station at 5:14. 
It passes within sight of Syracuse Lake, and 
follows for some distance the valley of a 
little creek, wood bordered. At each village 
on the way girls in their best Sunday clothes 
and young men in their other suits ”’ stroll 


down to the station te see the train pass. 


And so, after seeing rolling hills with green 
crops on them and having spent a cool and 
pleasant day, the Chicago man gets back 
home at 8:45 with a new idea about Indiana. 

It's easier to go to St. Joe with the noisy, 
happy crowd that goes over to get married 
or to see the marriers—or to go to any of the 
cross-the-lake reserts. But there’s some- 
thing at Wawasee that the others haven't 
got that makes it a fine place to go to. May- 
be it's the buttermilk, or maybe it’s the 
Hoosier air, or maybe it’s a little of-every- 
thing.

She is at least ten years 
older than Lady Randolph Churchill and 
has not only married sons and daughters 
but likewise several grandchildren. Yet all 
society wished her good luck on the occa- 
sion of her second matrimonial venture, and 
even the society papers referred to it in the 
most sympathetic fashion. 

Lord Beaconsfield’s wife was his senior by 
at least twenty years, and whereas he had 
no income save that which he derived from 
his books or from the emoluments of occa- 
sional office, she a handsome for- 
tune to counterbalance her homeliness. Yet 
no one ever uttered a word of reproach 
about this marriage, which was invariably 
described alike by society and by the press— 
the latter reflecting public opinion—as a ro- 


Mrs. Langtry married young Hugo de 
Bathe last year, and the difference between 
her age and that of her present husband is 
at least as great if not greater than that 
between Landy Randolph and young Corn- 
wallis West. Yet if any objections were 
raised to the match it was not on the score 
of the difference of years so much as on ac- 
count of the stories of the gossip concern- 
ing the lady during the lifetime of her pre- 
vious husband. 

I could mention scores and scores of anal- 
ogous matings between masculine spring 
and feminine autumn—let us call it Indian 
summer-—among others that of the old 
Duchess de Persigny to the Vicomte de Som- 
breuil, a nobleman exactly fifty years her 
junior, marriages which excited no ill-will 
on the part of sgciety, no reproach, and cer- 
tainly none of the protests in print that has 
characterized the projected union of Lady 
Randolph. I cannot say, that as having 
‘known the Cornwallis Wests for more than 
twenty years, I myself look upon the mutch 
with much sympathy. But it is impossible 
to deny that of all the matrons of 40 years 
and upwards who have married quite young 
men, Lady Randolph is by far the most 
comely, attractive, and well preserved, and 
, the circumstance that she should be made 
the object of a regular outcry on the part 
of London society solely because she is not 
English born and does not belong by blood 
to the caste into which she married leads 
me to take up in these columns the cuagels 
in her behalf. 

If, as is asserted, the Prince of Wales has 
been won over to the match by Lady Ran- 
dolph—and I do not doubt but what she has 
achieved this feat — that London society 
which she knows so well, and whose weak- 
nesses she has probed so thoroughly, muy 
be relied upon ere long to become reconciled 
to a union which at any rate will serve to 
atone for the unhappiness which she suf- 
fered as the wife of Lord Randolph. The 
latter was insanely jealous of her, not only 
in a matrimonial sense but likewise of her 
cleverness, and there was nothing that was 
more bitter to him than to constantlWhear 
and read statements to the effect that he 
was indebted for his marvelous political suc- 
cesses to the brilliancy of his wife. It is 
notorious that at least on two occasions she 
had cause for invoking the intervention of 
the courts, and English society, especially 
the Churchill family and all its extensive 
connections, owes her a debt of gratitude for 
having borne her many trials with patience, 
discretion, and without complaint. 

Of course, it is impossible to make any 
predictions with regard to the future. But 
I* should imagine that the objections of 
young Winston Churchill to his mother’s 
marriage will soon be smoothed over by that 
clever lady In the first place he is exceed- 
ingly fond of her, and if her happiness is at 
stake he is almost certain to give way. 
Moreover, he is to a great extent financially 
dependent upon her, except with regard to 
what. he makes by means of his pen. She, 
on the other hand, is the sole mistress of 
her fortune, part of which is in the form of 
real estate in New York, while the remain- 
der has been accumulated by fortunate 
speculations in copper mines and in south 
African shares. Lady Randolph has shown 
herself too devoted a mother to both her 
sons in the past not to see that their finan- 
cial interests are properly safeguarded, and 
are in no sense of the word sacrificed to 
young Cornwallis West, and the knowledge

The mention of Lady Randolph’s name 
naturally suggests that of William Waldorf 
Astor, at whose London and Cliveden en- 
tertainments she presided so often in the 
role of hostess that she was for a time re- 
garded as destined to become the second 
wife of the multi-millionaire.

HONORABLE DEATH. | 

Strangulation is the most honorable death, 
as the body is left unmutilated. Princes of 
the royal blood who are considered worthy 
of death are sent a silken cord, without 
comment. To ordinary victims the punish- 
ment means “ strangulation on the cross.’ 
The prisoner is crucified and then a cord 
passed round his neck, with both ends pulled 
through a hole in the-upright of the cross. 
The cord is gradually tightened until the 
person is strangled. To intensify the agony 
the cord is sometimes loosened several times, 
then retightened, causing the agony of sev- 
eral deaths before the victim expires. 

According to the law, the least punishment 
given the inmates of the great prisons 18 
banishment. It may be banishment for life, 
to a distance four thousand li (1,300 miles). 
ar merely to another province, and drafted 
into the Emperor’s army, according to the 
crime committed. Wealthy persons fre- 
quently buy a mitigation of their sentence.

Prisoners are led to and from the court- 
room by a heavy chain around the neck. If 
they are.vicious or unruly; their hands are 
manacied.and an assistant runs behind 
| holding the prisoner by the queue. When 
they are brought in from an outside district 
or are being taken to execution, they are 
carried in a cage or a basket. The cages are 
made of bamboo slats and are just large 
enough to hold the person in a sitting pos- 
ture. It isattached toa pole and carried like 
a sedan chair, If he is on the way to execu- 
tion there will be a pail or jar for his head in 
the cage along with him. 

When a prisoner is transported in a basket 
his hands are tied behind him and his feet 
dangle over the edge of the basket. If just 
being taken into court he may be shut up in 
the basket and rolled out in front of his 
judge. Frequently when dumped out this 
way the prisoner lies perfectly motionless, 
perhaps from obstinacy, but more frequent- 
| ly half dead from former punishments. 


Little attention is paid by the higher om- 


clals to the Cohal-Kun, or police prisons. 
‘The buildings are nothing more than ordi- 
nary houses. The prisoners of rank and re- 
spectability are confined in the Ho-fong, a 
term used to designate the respectable 
police house,. These prisoners may have 
beds and a few similar comforts if they can 
pay for them. But the dens in which the 
poor are confined are the worst of Chinese 
hovels. They are low, eens and unven- 
tilated.

rested on suspicion of crime, or complicity, 
and then.a series of extortion follows, until 
the family have ‘nothing left, 
even the wife and children are sold to satisfy 
the rapacious maw of the jailer. When 
nothing more can be gained the suspect is 
released and some one else takes his place. 
These unrelenting extortions, together with 
tortures and punishments for insignificant 


crimes, are of frequent occurrence in the low : 


grade prisons. This is partly due to the 
fact that the police receive no salary. But 
what seems stranger still they often pay for 
the privilege of becoming guardian of the 
peace. The perquisites of the office are: 
Fees from prisoners, fees for service, and 
fees from gambling dens and brothels. The 
food for the prisoners is furnished by the po- 
licemen in turn, two at a time, and each for 
five days. It can be well tmagined the fare 
and the abuse that they receive. Money can 
buy comforts in all stations of life, but es- 
pecially where an unpaid official is con- 
cerned. In most of the prisons the inmates 
are permitted to work and derive the benefit 
of their labors; however, pre- 
fer to gamble.

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ECENT investigations by Bruno 
Navarra, French traveler and 
scientist, have proven the ex- 
istence of a Jewish colony in 
China. 

Kaifengfu, on the Hoang Ho, 
or Yellow River, the capital of 
the Honan Province, about 800 
miles south of Pekin, is the settlement of this 
colony, which, according to authenticated 
reports, has existed over 2,000 years in the 
heart of the Chinese empire. Though it has 
been known for centuries that there were 
Jewish congregations in China, it is only the 
fruit of recent research that well authenti- 
cated facts have been gathered. One point, 
however, remains still unsettled—the time 
of this interesting immigration. Some scien- 
tists maintain that Jews emigrated from 
Cochin-China to China long before the Chris- 
tian era; others, among them Navarra, that 
the first emigration occurred in the year 78 

of the present chronology—that is, t 
years after the destruction of Jerusa by 
Emperor Titus. It was then that several 
Jewish families came through Persia, by 
way of Khorassan and Samarkand, to China, 
and remained there. This view is confirmed 
by the discovery of a stone tablet in the ruins 
the synagogue in Kaifengfu, which con- 
tains the statement that Jews came to China 
1 the West during the Han dynasty, 
d the reign of Emperor Mingti (58-75 
r Christ). 


| Synagogues in Shensi. 

Chinese histories state that the Jews, who 
during the sixth century had several syna- 
gogues in Tschangyom, in the Shensi prov- 
ince, were then known as disciples of the 
Tien-shu-kiau,.or Indian, more correctly 
Syrian, religion. In later centuries they 
were called, without regard to their orig- 
inal place of abode, the Tiau-kin-tschian, or 
the sect which tears out the sinews of 
slaughtered animals. 

It appears from a number of Chinese 
works of history from the eighth century 
that as early as the beginning of the Tang 
dynasty [618-907] the Emperor appointed 
an official who had the supervision over the 
affairs of the Jewish congregations, in- 
cluding the judiciary. An analogy is found 
regarding the Mohammedans in China. 
That the number of Jewish settlements in 
China was quite important about the mid- 
dle of the ninth century appears from the 
reports of an Arab, Abou-Zedy Al-Hassan, 
the first foreigner from whom direct de- 
scriptions of China and Chinese emanate. 
His book of travels, written on parchment, 

tes from the end of the ninth century, 
d in it he describes the massacre of for- 
@igners: {Mohammedans, Christians, and 
Jews] which occurred in 878 in Khaufu, the 


present Canton. 
On Good Terms with Celestials. 


Chinesé sources contain the information 
that about the middle of the tenth century 
excellent relations existed between the Chi- 
nese government and the Jewish settlements, 


particularly in Kaifengfu, the capital of 


Honan, which appears to have been the 
center of Jewish colonization in China. The 
next news concerning this colony comes from 
the stone tablets already mentioned, which

Kaifengfu. The inscriptions state that 
seventy Jewish families came from the coun- 
tfies in the west to Honan, bringing cotton 


- textiles as tribute, and that they were or-

dered to settle at Kaifengfu. 
began the creation of a great synagogue in

The works of travel of Marco Polo state 
that toward the end of the fourteenth cen- 
‘tury the Jewish congregations in China were 


sufficiently numerous to exert political influ-. 


ence. Hu Batuta, who, as an Arabian emissa- 
ry, traveled in China in 1345, relates that in 
Kinfai, the present Hang-tschau, capital of 
the Tschéekiang Province, about 150 miles 
distant from Shanghai, there was a strong 
Jewish congregation with several temples. 


Great Synagogue Rebuilt. 

The synagogue in Kaifengfu, already re- 
ferred to, was renovated at the expense of 
the Chinese government in 1421, and on that 
éccasion a stone tablet dedicated by the then 
Emperor of the Ming dynasty was placed 
in the temple. Before this

ber of the Jewish congregation was distin- 
guished by a high military rank. In 1461 


this synagogue was destroyed by the inun- 


dation of the Yellow River. It was rebuilt 
on à larger scale toward the close of the 
fifteenth century. 

Tt appears certain that at these times 
there oi tn a great many Jews in China, be- 
cause it is stated that the tion in 
Kaifengfu could replace its collection of 
sacred writs which were lost by the inunda- 
tion by new ones, which came from Ningpo, 


a treaty port about 180 miles south of 


Shanghai. It is also authenticated that 
Jewish colonies existed in Nankin and Pekin. 


The rebuilding of the Kaifengfu synagogue 


was completed in 1489, an event which was 
commemorated by the erection of @ stone 
tablet. A second tablet was erected in 1512.

A member of the latter had 
come to Pekin to obtain a literary degree, 
and he furnished information to the mis- 
sionaries concerning all Jewish colonies then 
existing in China, expressing at the same 
time his regret that the membership grad- 
ually declined, — 

The Jesuit Father Aleni was the first Bu- 
ropean who. visited Kaifengfu [1613.] He 
found the congregation in possession of the 
five books of Moses, the text of which was 
identical with the Hebrew Bible of Plautin. 
In 102 the synagogue was again partly de- 
stroyed by inundation, and again part of 
the sacred writs was lost. In the meantime 
a new dynasty, the Manchu, had succeeded 
to the throne and the colony dispersed tem- 
porarily. Most of ite members, however, 
returned shortly afterward and were known 
as the Hueitzes—that is, the seven tribes. 

During the eighteenth century the syna- 
—— was vited by several Europeans. The 

mposing structure had then been complete- 
ly restored and contained thirteen complete 
copies of the Pentateuch upon parchment. 
From these times date several descriptions 
of the synagogue, as well as of the rites of 
the sect, According to these, the place upon 
which the synagogue stood was 300 feet long 
and 150 feet wide. There were four struct- 
| ures, separated by courts. To the first court 
led a door with an inscription dedicated to 
the creator of all thi ; in the second court 
| were buildings for ‘attendants of the 
| Synagogue; in the third court were two 
chapels ‘in memory of certain benefactors of 
the congregation; in the fourth court was a 
metal receptacie for incense, the place where 
animals were killed for food, according to 
Jewish rites, and the synagogue proper. The 
members observed Laster, the Day of the 
Atonement, the Sabbath, and several other 
holidays. Circumcision was never omitted, 
| and marriages were only with corel 
They had never heard of Christ. 


Little Left of Their Religion. 


The London Society for Christian Missions 
among Jews sent in 1850 a mission from 
Shanghai to Kaifengfu, composed of Chi- 
nese converts to Christianity to gather in- 
formation concerning the Jewish settlement. 
These missionaries found a number of repre- 
sentatives of the seven tribes,” but they 
were poor and had had no rabbi for fifty 
ne og Even the knowledge of Hebrew was 

. The synagogue still stood, but was in 

a state of decay, and the Thorah, that is, the 
collection: of sacred writs, was still in 
existerice, but Inasmuch as these survivors 
of the once flourishing congregation could 
not read the writing, they sold parts of it 
to the London society. In consequence of 
the bloody Taiping rebellion [1853-1864] 
many members of the congregation left 
2 and settled in the adjoining prov- 


A. Viennd merchant, J. L. Liebermann, 
visited the colony in 1867, and at the same 
time Dr. W. A. P. Martin, President of the 
Tungwen College in Pekin, went there. Of 
the synagogue nothing remained. It had 
evidently been wiped out by fire. However, 
the stone tablet wa. found which contained 
the statement that the temple was built in 
1162. The membership of the congregation 
was still some 400. They had the typical 
features of their race, but they wore Chinese 
“gard and a cue. These people gathered no 
longer for religious services, but they re- 
membered some of the holidays which were 
observed by former generations. A number 
of them had married Chinese women. 

Thirty years have since then. 
Probably nothing is left now of this 
Jewish colony but the stone tablet an aoe 
place w once the temple stood.

probable that his master, the 
young Czar, who is a humane and 
man, will visit upon him 
the least punishment that could be inflicted 
under the circumstances—namely:; the de- 
prival of all further employment. 
Until Count Cassini took up his residence 
in the Chinese capital as Russian Minister, 
foreigners lived there and worked all har- 
moniously together, shared their club and 
their amusements, and pursued even 
political aime with e certain solidarity, pre- 
senting a united front against the Asiatics 
by whom they were surrounded. This was 
to such an extent the case that a foreigner 
would never bid for a house, a horse, or a 
curio for which another foreigner wes known 
to be entreated. The foreigners in Pekin 
seemed to realize even in those days that 
they were exposed to a certain amount of 
peril, and that; shut up as they were, a com- 
munity of less than 1,000 at the most, in the 
midst of an immense walled city, in- 
habited by a population of nearly 2,000,000, 
most of them imbued with sentiments of the 
bitterest and most savage kind of race 
hatred towards white people, their principal 
safety lay in remaining closely 2 
standing figuratively, if not actually, shoul- 
der to shoulder against the Yellow Pefil." 
Broke the Concert. 


It was Count Cassini who put an end to this 
concert, to this solidarity of the foreigners 
at Pekin. He commenced by his 
first secretary and associate, M. Pavioff, 
to secretly outbid the British Charge d' Ar- 
falres for the suburban temple which had 
been leased by the British Legation gach 
summer for more than thirty years as a 


country residence during the heated term. 


This was done not with the object of acquir- 
ing more comfortable summer quarters for 
the Russian mission, but with the object of 
damaging British prestige in the eyes of the 
Chinese by ousting Queen Victoria’s repre- 
sentatives from the quarters to which the 
English government was regarded as having 
acquired a species of prescriptive right. This 
was Only the beginning of a series of more 
or less petty intrigues, mines, and counter- 
mines, and undisguised hostility, which the 
Chinese were quick to note and to take ad- 
vantage of. Matters finally reached such a 
pass that Count Cassini excluded the juhior 
secretaries of the British Legation and those 
English consular officials known as student 
interpreters—gentlemen, every one of them 
from the general invitations issued to alf the 
remaining foreigners,, bank clerks, and even 
storekeepers in Pekin. 


Deluded the Empress. 


Nor was this all. Count Cassini deliberate- 7 
ly set to work to foster the anti-foreign prej- 


udices of the Dowager Empress and: 

Prince Tuan, who ever since the days 

Count Cassini in Pekin, has been the closest 
and most trusted ally of the old woman. 
Count Cassini led both the Dowager Em- 
press and Prince Tuan to believe that pro- 
vided they placed themselves in the hands 
of Russia, the latter would protect them, 
not only against the movements of the 
native reform party, but likewise against 
all further aggressions on the part of the 
foreign powers, and especially of England.

De Giers, a son of the former Russian Chan- 
| cellor, had spent the greater part of his diplo- 
| matic career on the banks of the eine, where 
he had atquired diplomatic methods, social 
ethics, and, above all, principles less Oriental 
than those for which Count Cassini and M. 
| Pavioff were distinguished. He ceased to 
make common cause with the Empress and 
Prince Tuan against the non-Russian for- 
eigners. In fact, the Empress and Prince 
Tuan ere long became convinced that they 
could no longer rely upon the execution of 
the promises made to them by Count Cas- 
int and by Pavioff, and if, as asserted, Min- 
ister and Mme. de Giers have been made the 
object of particular vengeance and cruelty on 
the part of the Chinese, it is because the lat- 
ter mantfestly believes that they have 
to a-great extent betrayed by Russia. 7 
‘Count Cassini’s Family. 
Needless to add that Count Cassini f 
Italian origin, the founder of his fa y 
having migrated from Rome to Paris, where 
he was appointed Astronomer Royal by King 
Louis XIV., His son distinguished himself 
not altogether enviably by maintaining in 
opposition to Isaac Newton that the earth 


Was not round, but an oblong sphereoid. His 


son ig turn completed the general survey of 
France, while his grandson, Alexander, 
Count Cassini, died as a Judge of the Su- 
preme Court of France and after acquiring 
much fame as a naturalist. The son of the 
latter migrated ta Russia and secured let- 
ters of naturalization as a Russian citizen, 
and it is his son in turn who now holds the 
office of Muscovite or to the Unit- 
ed States. 

It was through the influence of Prince 
Tuan, by the way, that Count Cassini, when 
he made his memorable journey from the 
Chinese capital to St. Petersburg, was al- 
lowed the altogether unique privilege of 
traveling from Pekin to Kiakhta by the 
route which is reserved exclusivély for mem-

Movement Likely to Spread. 


call for special attention and consideration. 
In the first place, the anti-foreign movement 
is certain to extend throughout the length 
and breadth of China, and it will not be long 
before such scenes of bloodshed and horror 
as have been reported in Tien Tsin and Pekin 
will be repeated, aye, and with interest. in 
Canton. For, although the Chinese of the 
north, who up to the present have furnished 
the rank and file of the Boxer forces, are 
strapping big men, whose average height is 
over six feet, yet their more diminutive coun- 
trymen in the south notoriously excel the 
in savagery and in ferocious animosit 
towards the foreigner. Sir Henry Blake the 
clever ex-Irish police magistrate of coercion 
times, who is now Governor of Hongkong, in 
fact considers the situation to the south so 
critical that he has asked for large reinforce- 
ments for the purpose of enabling him to 
hold the British territory on the mainiand 
opposite Hongkong; and 1 virtually 
commands the latter. Sir H has in- 
formed the Colontal department in London 
that within the last six or seven months no 
legs than 50,000 Mauser rifles, with the neces- 
sary ammunition, and a quantity ot quick- 
firing guns have been disembarked at Can- 
ton, consigned, not to the government, but 
to certain merchants, whom he has ascer-

Southern Troops Well Armed. 

These arms, which could not have got into 
Canton without the knowledge of Li Hung 
Chang, the Viceroy of the province, and the 
fact that he should have given orders for 
the dispatch of an army of. 20,000 Black 
Flags (those irregular Chinese troops, which 
committed such terrible atrocities upon the 
French in Tonkin’ a few years ago that 
the Pekin government was obliged to dis- 
avow their acts and denounce them as 
rebels) indicates more clearly than anything 
else that Li Hung Chang, who, like his 
friend and patron, Prince Tuan, was on 
terms of great intimacy with Count Cassini, 
is heart and soul with the foreign movement 
and only awaiting a favorable opportunity 
in order to declare himself. Sir Henry 
might do worse than seize Li Hung Chang 
and hold him as a hostage. For it is only 
those who do not know China who attach 
any belief to his professions of good will for

In both cases hundreds of thousands of 
natives had risen in arms with the purpose 
of driving an alien race from the soil of their 
ancient empire. In both cases small bodies 
of whites were besieged in native cities by 
swarms of bloodthirsty fanatics, for whom 
death was without terror. In both cases, if 
the reports from China be true, white men, 
women, and children were butchered and 
tortured in most brutal ways. In China the 
swarming hordes who how! for the blood of 
the “foreign devils” are yellow; in Indta 
they were brown. But in India, as now in 
China, it was the ancient East revolting 
against the incroachments of Western civili- 
gation. Chinaman and Hindoo are alike in 
that both at heart loathe the sight of a 
white face. : 

As the reports of the Boxer outrages in 
China have taken most people by surprise, so 
the first stories of revolting Sepoys which 
reached England were received with incred- 
ulity by the people. Only a week before 
the Sepoys of the Third Bengal Cavalry 
broke out into open mutiny at Meerut, killed 
their Colonel, and started on their wild 
march to Delhi, a leading London journal 
had printed a long editorial congratulating 
on “our glorious prospects in 


Exaggerated. 

Within a few days, however, incredulity 
gave way to a wild frenzy of passion. The 
reports of the mutiny printed in the London 
papers told blood-curdling stories of un- 
speakable atrocities committed against 
English women and children. Later care- 
ful investigation showed that though the 
truth was awful and revolting in the ex- 
treme these first stories had been greatly 
exaggerated. So it is possible that within 
a few months the civilized world will learn 
that the awful tales which have come out 
of Pekin have grown worse in the telling as 
they passed from mouth to mouth and from 
telegraph station to station around the 
world. 

When Englishmen read the accounts of 
what had been done by the rebellious Sepoys 
in India the whole empire went crazy. The 
people of the British Islands rose up as one 
man and cried aloud for vengeance. 

Since the foreign Ministers were mas- 
sacred in Pekin it has been suggested as a 
punishment that the Dowager Empress 
should be executed, that the tombs of the 
Chinese Emperors should be razed to the 
ground, and that the life of a Chinaman 
of high rank should be taken in return for 
each foreigner who met death in the Chinese 
capital. But the most bloodthirsty of these 
punishments is mild when compared with 
the demands for revenge made by the Eng- 
lishmen when they first realized what had 
bappened to their soldiers and to their 
women and children in India. 


Wished Eye for Eye. 


One English Genera] begged like a child 
that he might be allowed to flay alive the 
captured Sepoys. If his requést were grant- 
ed, he prayed permission to vary this punish- 
ment with impalement and burning at the 
stake. Tosimply hang such monsters would, 
he declared, move him. to tears. Another 
General wanted to drag all the Princesses of 
India from their palaces, tear their veils from 
their faces, upon which it is a sacrilege for 
a man to look, and parade them before the 
English armies. A third suggested that for 
every English life lost ten Sepoys should be 
blown from the mouths of cannon. 

The growth of the Sepoy rebellion, like that 
"of the Boxers’ revolution im China, was slow. 
It gathered force gradually and was spread 
in secret ways with all the ertzkt and guile 
of the Oriental character. As the Chinese 
Boxers have their passwords and secret sym- 
bols of bamboo, marked with strange charac- 
ters, so in India the disaffected Hindoos 
spread the contagion of revolt by sending 
out the mysterious chupatties. Quietly, no 
one knew how, these little cakes of unleav- 
ened bread were carried from villages, miles 
and miles away from the confines of British 
civilization, into territory where no white 
face had ever been seen. Everywhere they 
carried the same message, undying hatred 
of white rule, with the further suggestion 
that time for revolt was close at hand. 


Hints of the Insurrection. 


Men who wereon the ground in India knew 
something of what was brewing, just as Sir 
Claude Macdonald and other men experi- 
enced in Chinese affairs haye realized for 
months that China was but a sleeping vol- 
cano. 

Yet when the outbreak at Meerut finally 
came no preparations had been made to meet 
it. The commander-in-chief of the British 
army in India was one month in getting to- 
gether 3,800 soldiers. And even then he had 
no means of transporting them from Cal- 
cutta to Meerut, which was 900 miles away. 

Meanwhile the revolt had spread over al- 
most all of India like a prairie fire and more 
than 200,000 Sepoys were in arms or at least 
disaffected. They had chosen their time for 
casting down the gauntlet to English au- 
thority with much shrewdness, for the Se- 
poys were the most intelligent of the native 
troops. They knew that England was then 
at war with Persia, that transports were 
then nearing Calcutta bearing English troops 
to China, where another war was on, and 
they had not forgotten the reverses which 
the empire had suffered in the recent war 
‘with the Afghans, To them England had 
never seemed less invincible than at the mo- 
ment which they chose for their uprising. 


Strengthened by Prophecies. 

Also they were strengthened by ° their 
superstitions. An old Hindoo legend de- 
clared that the white men should rule over 
India for a hundred years and that then the 
Indians should rise and sweep them into the 
sea.

Mutiny Due to Cartridges. 

On May 9, 1857, the troops at Meerut re 
fused to receive their supply of cartridges, 
and eighty Sepoys were arrested aud thrown 
into on. That to the average Bnglish- 
man seemed to close the cartridge incident. 
But to the rebellious Sepoys the arrest af 
their comrades was simply the spark which 
set fire to the magazine. Next day they shot 
and killed their Colonel on parade and start 
ed across country for Delhi, the ancient 
seat of the Indian Emperors. There lived 
the last descendant of that ancient line—4hé 
last of the Moguls—a senile, decrepit oid 
man, cherishing no ambition to restore the 
throne of his ancestors. None of the biee® 
of the great Timor, the founder of his ime 
ran in the veins of old Bahadur Shah. Bs 
was enjoying a large pension from the Eng 
lish and was contented. But to thé fanst 
ical, enraged Sepoys he represented all that 
they were fighting for, and they crowned 
the frightened old wretch as Emperor 
all India. Then as a starter in thelr worm 
of wiping out the hated white men the 
gathered together the first fifty English 
hand, took them up into the palace of thal 
new Emperor, and killed them in variom 
Oriental ways.

OW much does it cost a man to

over the counter? A Chicago man 
with a liking for figures and who 
has devoted much time to study of 
the law of probabilities, has worked out an 
answer to the question. It shows that the 
slot machine purchaser of cigars—if he gets 


ing the cards revolve and settle down into 
more or less attractive poker hands. 

There are five revolving wheels in each 
of these slot machines, which in the last few 
months have multiplied in Chicago like wild 
mustard in a wheat field.

Yet all these machines offer cigars, in 
varying numbers, for hands showing two 
pairs, three of a kind, a straight, a flush, a 
full house, four of a kind, a straight flush, 
and generally a royal fush, .

His computation shows that in the set 
specified in the charts ‘as No. 1, which ts 
most advantageous of the six to the custom- 
er, under the law of probabilities the cus- 
tomer pays seven cents for each cigar. This 
simply means that if dropping 161,061 pennies 
into the slot results in bringing exposure of 
all the 161,051 combinations possible to the 
machine the player will receive but five- 
sevenths as many nickel cigars as if he had 
spent the same amount of money for cigars 
at five cents straight. 

With the other sets of machines the 
prices, according to the same system of com- 
putation, run higher. With “set’’ 2 it is 
eight cents for each five-cent cigar; with 
3, nine cents; with 4, eleven cents; with 5, 
thirteen cents; and with 6, fifteen cents. i 

As a matter of practice, according to the 
statement of a man interested in the ma- 
chines, the No. 6 set is the one common- 
ly in use in Chicago, where the gambling de- 
vices are to be found in hundreds of saloons 
and in many cigar stores, barbershops, and 
other places where cigars are sold. ‘ 


Large Profits for Owners. 


„ The man who plays the cigar machine,” 
said the man of figures, ** goes against one 
of the stiffest gambling propositions ever put 
up in this country. The retailer of cigars 
gelle for a nickel a cigar that costs him 
not more than three and a quarter cents, as 
a rule. In selling a dollar’s worth he makes 
a profit of 35 cents. By the No. 1 combina- 
tion the machine gets $1.40 for twenty ci- 
gars. This at once doubles the profit, and 
more. At 15 cents for a five-cent cigar, the 
machine is making for the dealer about 360 
per cent profit on his investment in cigars. 

Now I have seen young men spend as 
high as 75 cents on a machine at a time 
and not draw a single cigar. * As soon as the 
player gets a few cents behind, he thinks 
that if he keeps on he will draw one of the 
high hands and quit a winner. Some of the 
machines offer as many as fifty cigars on a 
royal flush, but it is to be taken for 
granted that these are set on combinations 
that make royal flush hands impossible.“ 

Another observer said he had seen a man 
stand in front of a slot machine and drop 
in 180 pennies and not get a cigar. Mean-

TEXTILE MILLS. 
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Cotton Spindles 

Gained 50 Per Cent in Number, 

- Woolen 8 Per Cent, and Silk | 
Industry Double. 


HE Textile World has compiled 
i from its 1900 directory of textile 
establishments,’ just issued, a 
summary of the textile machinery 
in the United States, including the 
a cotton, woolen, knitting, and silk 

industries. The figures show a 
remarkabie development in com- 

arison with 1890, and the development with- 
in the last few years has been especialy 
rapid. The cotton industry now operates 
a total of 21,057,983 spindles and 400,389 
looms.. Massachusetts is still in the jead, 
with 8.012 881 spindles; Rhode Island second, 
with 2,000,138; South Carolina third, with 
1,704,667; North Carolina fourth, with 1,499,- 
540; New Hampshire, 1,343,923; Georgia, 
1,218,504; The Southern group of States row 
operates 5,815,429 spindles, and the Northern 
mills 15,242,654. In 1890 the South had 1,828,- 
952 spindles and the North 12,721,341. The 
actual increase.in number of spindles in the 
South in ten years is 3,986,447, a gain of 217 
per cent. The actual increase in Northern 
States is 2,521,213, a gain of 19.8 per cent. 

In the last ten years the cotton industry 
has incrtased about 80 per cent. A curious 
and rather singular showing is made in the 
woolen industry. which in the strictly woolen 
branch shows only an increase of about 8 
per — 5 but in the worsted branch an in- 
crease of 76.6 per cent, while the number of 
woolen and worsted’ looms has increased 19 
per cent. This shows plainly that the yarn 
for the increased number of looms has come 
from worsted and cotton spindles and not 
from strictly woolen machinery. The kunit- 
ting industry has more than doubled in the 
last decade and k manufacturing has 
shown the greatest wth of all. An inter- 
esting feature brought out by the statistics 
of the silk industry is that the percentage 
of inctease in number ot looms has far ex-

The result was a gradual lowering of the 
moral tone of the people: Along with this 
went the production of a number of works 
of the same class all tending increasingiy 
toward indecency and what was called rea 
ism, and which was undermining that whole- 
some repugnance to vice which used o be 
mark of English society. 7 3

Only on that ground could he explain MP. 
8 remarks in his Map of Life” on 
the glorification of the demf*monde. The 
sensuous and indelicate modes of dressing 
so common in London society, and which 
scandalized American and colonial visitors 
(which remark brought out many O, Os 
from the House), were also an outcome of the 
low morals of the theater. He could not toe 
strongly express his conviction that a de 
cadent drama and a decadent literature 
marked a stage in national decline, All the 
great empires of antiquity perished of in- 
ternal corruption. The meral law of God 
was inexorable, he declared. It was not the 
jealousy of foreign powers, but the con- 
gestion of idle, dissolute wealth in London 
that was the great danger to this country. 
He then sought to express his official dis- 
gust in the following resolution: 

“That this House regrets the growing 
tendency to put upon the stage plays of a 
demoralizing character, and considers that a 
stricter supervision of theatrical perform- 
ances is needed alike in the interest of ts 
public and the theatrical profession.” 


T. P. O’Connor’s Reply. 


T. P. O'Connor evidently had hard work 
to restrain himself during Mr. Smith’s tirade, 
for he arose from his seat and turned on 
the reformer like a man who had been itch- 
ing for such an opportunity many a day, 
— reply was forcible, but full of good Irish 

umor, 

“You can judge of the proposer’s compe- 
tence," said O'Connor, when he relies for 
his criticism on the plays of an author whose 
name he is not able to pronounce and the 
title of which play he can’t spéak correctly. 

“This honored friend, who, by the way, 
has never been in a theater, comes hereto , 
tell the country what theaters should be §/ 
like. He talks about the stage leading to 
impropriety of dress; perhaps the pre- 
priety of dress in the audience leads to the 
impropriety of dress on the stage.”
